Henry Nason was a life long resident of the Town of Boxford and the 
owner of Stone House Farm in West Boxford, who served the Town of 
Boxford for many years with love and respect. In his former years, 

he spent time as a Deacon at the Second Congregational Church in 
West Boxford, where he was also Director of the Sunday School 
program and Youth Fellowship. 


Mr. Nason was a member of the Boxford Volunteer Fire Department for

Mr. Nason also served as a Boy Scout and Cub Scout Leader and 
Presided over the West Boxford Gun Club. For many years, Mr. Nason 
voluntarily served both lunch and dinner for the workers at the Poles 
during elections.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The year 1994 was a busy one for the Board of Selectmen by any standard of 
measure. it was a year of planning and a year to address the issues surrounding the 
growth of the town. It was a year of change within the board. It was a year of many 
issues and many positive results. Best of all it was a year of cooperation. 

In January we began a winter that would strain the resources of the DPW with 
snowfall the highest on record. The department performed extremely well. The Fire 
Chief came to the board with a proposal to add full-time members to the department. 
This issue would involve much discussion and work by all members of the board. The 
result would not come until April with a Charge to the Fire Department which outlined 
steps to be taken while retaining the call department under a‘half-time'chief Also in 
January the Board began the procedure of preparing packets for distribution to members 
of the press prior to each meeting to improve communication. The meeting schedule 
returned to the weekly [and sometimes more often] televised routine. The board 
appointed members to the ad hoc Rapid Growth Committee including alternate members 
to allow as many volunteers as possible to serve. 

February was a busy month with preparations of and review of department 
budgets prior to submission to the Finance Committee. The Board of Health asked us to 
pass on to residents warnings concerning the rabies epizootic. Helen Phillips, the animal 
control officer, met the very difficult task in handling potentially rabid animals. The 
Board also received the final report of the ad hoc Spofford Pond School Water System 
Advisory Committee. Recommendations were passed on to the School Building 
Committee as part of the process to solve the problems associated with that system. 

Selectman Robert J. Halloran announced his resignation effective April 1, 1994. 
During March and April the budget process continued. The Selectmen voted to increase 
the building permit fee for new home construction from $4.00 per $1000 to $6.00 per 
thousand effective the start of the new fiscal year on July first. The town receive $5,455 
in a grant award from the state for a new line painting machine to be shared with 
Georgetown and Middleton. The Selectmen met with the Georgetown Selectmen to discuss and 
agree upon several areas where budget items could be shared. The Selectmen announced that 
the Commonwealth was asking each city and town to provide a'Town Flag’ to be hung in 
the'Hall of City Flags'at the State House for Flag Day. The design submitted by Suzi 
Feirman of Washington Street was selected by a sense of the Town Meeting in May. The 
Boxford Athletic Association signed a contract with the Town to manage and operate the 
Stiles Pond Beach and Ballfield for a period of ten years. The Board of Selectmen and the 
Board of Health agreed to a plan to improve operations at the landfill by having an 
equipment operator assigned to that task three days a week. 

Early May was dominated by preparation for the Annual Town Meeting. 
Selectmen accepted the proposal from A.G. Lichtenstein and Associates of Fair Lawn, 
New Jersey for the design of the reconstruction of the Stiles Pond Dam. The Selectmen 
formally welcomed Kendall Bagge to the Board following his election on May 17th. The 
Selectmen reorganized at the May 23rd meeting with Gerald R. Johnston elected 
Chairman taking over from Dick Ulman who had filled that role for two years, and 
Kendall Bagge was elected Clerk of the Board. The Board decided to meet with 
department heads on a monthly basis and with other elected boards on a quarterly 
schedule. Meetings were held with Communications Director Beth Russell, Police Chief 
Russell, and Fire Chief Perkins to assess the plan for emergency call response at houses 
located near each municipal border to make sure everyone was covered and duplication 
of effort was kept to a minimum. The Selectmen re-appointed members of the Rapid 
Growth Committee with the goal of taking the next steps toward preparation of a Town 
Master Plan. 

During June the Board of Selectmen met with the Board of Health regarding both 
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the ongoing operation of the landfill and the negotiations with DEP concerning closure of 
the Boxford Sanitary Landfill. Jay Larsen was selected as the Clerk of the Works at a 
joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Health. The Board met with 
the two newly elected members of the Board of Assessors. The third position on that 
board was filled by the appointment of Mary Morton at this Joint meeting. A citizens 
group met with the Board concerning the mosquito problem after a very wet spring. They 
requested that the Town rejoin the Essex County Mosquito Control District. The 
Selectmen agreed to place the issue on the next Special Town Meeting for consideration. 
The Selectmen discussed options available for improved office space for the inspectors, 
Health Agent, and ConsCom/Planning Board Administrator. The Board approved a plan 
submitted by the BAA to construct a building at the Stiles Pond Beach with restrooms 
and a refreshment stand. Two Conservation Commission proposals for land acquisition 
were received. The Board agreed to call a Special Town Meeting for July 12th followed 
by a Special Election on August 16th to deal with these issues. Town and 
Commonwealth officials met with members of the Haynes family for the dedication of 
the addition of over 180 acres of conservation land transferred to the State Forest. The 
generosity of the Haynes family along with funding from both the Town and the 
Commonwealth allowed this to happen. 

The summer continued to be a busy time. An overflow crowd showed up for the 
STM on July 12, 1994 at Spofford Pond School requiring both the cafeteria and the 
library to be used. A failure of the cable TV sound system link between the two rooms 
after only one article was considered caused the meeting to be prematurely adjourned. A 
new meeting date of August 8th at Masconomet was set. Continental Cable agreed to 
cover the costs of the second STM. The Board agreed that Spofford Pond School would 
not be used again for STM because of space limitations. 

September started with the semi-annual roads tour to identify those sections of 
roads to be crack-sealed and microsealed in the Fall. The Apple Festival was once again a 
great success as a start to the Fall season. The Selectmen met with a new organization 
called'Friends of Witch Hollow Fan-ns, Inc.'This group has set the ambitious and 
admirable goal of preserving this property as a working farm through donations and 
grants. The Selectmen restructured the Land Acquisition Committee and approved a new 
comprehensive charge to that committee in an effort to improve the process. 

In October the Selectmen took another step in the planning process which will 
eventually lead to a Town Master Plan. The Board appointed five members of the 
Municipal Space Needs Committee to review the needs of the Town for the next ten 
years and beyond. The plans for reconstructing the Stiles Pond Dam were reviewed with 
the ConsCom and representatives of the Department of Dam Management. Plans were 
made to delineate the wetlands as part of the approval process. The Selectmen met with 
the School Space Needs Committee and the School Committee regarding their plans for 
proposed expansions to both Cole School and Spofford Pond School. After discussions 
with the Finance Committee, the Board of Selectmen agreed to establish a'scheduled' 
Special Town Meeting'for the Fall each year. Hopefully, this will allow boards and 
committees to plan submission of articles requiring Town Meeting action in a way that 
reduces the number of Special Town Meetings. 

The National Guard arrived in early November to begin work with the DPW 
under the guidance of the Recreation Committee to build two new soccer fields in an 
unused area of the landfill site abutting the Spofford Pond School fields. Senator Buell 
was extremely helpful in working with the Selectmen to make this happen. 
Massachusetts Electric submitted a proposal to provide backup service to the Pye Brook 
area, which has experienced an unusual number of power outages, by adding thirteen 
new poles to surrounding roadways. The Selectmen asked them to reconsider the 
proposal to reduce the impact to surrounding areas. Jerry Irmer, Chairman of the 
Conservation Commission, announced the award of a grant from the Executive Office of 
Environmental Affairs in the amount of $162,000.00 to partially fund the acquisition of 
the Chadwick parcel abutting Hovey's Pond. 
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The Selectmen met with Bill and Alicia Cargill to thank them for extending 
easements to the Town for the area around the Cole School well and easements for fire 
department access to Fishbrook that fall on property owned by the Cargill family. The 
Selectmen extended their sincere regrets and sympathy to the family of Firefighter 
Matthew Smith following his death in an automobile accident on December 12, 1994. 
The Board of Health met with the Selectmen to announce the details of the consent order 
from the DEP for closure of the landfill. Both boards voted to accept the agreement 
which will allow continued operations through June 1998. 

The entire Board of Selectmen would like to thank all the many volunteers on 
boards, committees, commissions, and special projects for their hard work. It is through 
the dedication of these people that the Town of Boxford remains such a special place. 
Their efforts combined with the dedication of our town employees benefit us ail.

BOXFORD HOUSING PARTNERSHIP 


1994 was the year that saw the completion of the Andrews Farm 
project. Fifty-four houses have been built, fifteen of which are 
affordable and occupied. Andrews Farm brings over $100,000 in 
taxes to the Town. 


Again, this year, the Town of Boxford and the Boxford Housing 
Partnership (BHP) received certification for its continued 
affiliation with the Massachusetts Housing Partnership. This 
affiliation provides technical assistance programs and funding at 
no cost to the taxpayers. 


The BHP advertised a federally funded program, HOME, which would 
have provided $7,259 in loans to qualified Boxford residents for 
renovation to their homes. However, since no one took advantage of 
the program, these funds will be transferred to the Town of 
Swampscott or the North Shore HOME Consortium whichever will give 
Boxford credit toward a future association.

Summary of significant accounting policies 


The accompanying financial statements have been prepared in conformity with the 
accounting practices prescribed by the Uniform Municipal Accounting System 
(Uniform System) promulgated by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 
Department of Revenue for 1986. The significant accounting practices required by 
the Uniform-System and followed by the Town of Boxford are presented below. 
Accounting requirements of the Uniform System vary in some respects from 
generally accepted accounting principles. A summary of the significant 
differences is presented in Notes following. 


Fund accounting 


Financial transactions of the Town are recorded in the following funds and 
accounts: 


General Fund — An accounting for all transactions not properly accounted for 
in other prescribed funds and accounts. 


Special Revenue Fund — An accounting for revenues legally restricted for 
specific current operating expenditures, which include the following: 


Federal & State Grants 
Education 
Highway 
Other 

Wetlands 

Revolving Funds 


Enterprise Fund — An accounting for revenues and expenditures related to 
the roadside collection solid waste and recycling enterprise fund. 


Capital Projects Fund — An accounting for transactions related to receipts 
and disbursements of funds used for the acquisition, construction or 
improvements of major capital facilities. 


Trust Funds — An accounting for trust funds received by the Town and 
investment funds of the Town. In most cases, restrictions have been placed on 
the use of these by the grantors. 


Long-term Debt Group of Accounts — An accounting for unmatured long- 
term general obligation bonds. 


pe 
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Revenue Recognition 


Real estate and personal property tax revenues are recorded on a modified accrual 
basis. All other revenues for all funds are recorded as revenues when received in 
cash. Accounts receivable balances related to other revenues are offset by a 
reserve until collected. 


Expenditures, encumbrances and appropriation balances 


Expenditures are recorded on a cash basis. Special articles, principally capital 
projects and other non-recurring appropriations, voted at Town Meeting are 
reserved as expenditures from fund balances. These appropriations do not lapse at 
year-end and continue until expended or closed to unreserved fund balance. 


Generally accepted accounting principles 


The significant differences between the accounting practices applied in preparing 
the accompanying financial statements (see Note 1) and generally accepted 
accounting principles (GAAP) are set forth below. It is not practical to quantify 
the effects of the differences on the accompanying financial statements. 


Fund accounting 


GAAP requires the segregation and reporting of all financial transaction in eight 
types of funds and two groups of accounts. Financial transactions for the 
following types of activities are accounted for by the Town on a basis which 
differs from GAAP: 


Payments of principal and interest on long-term debt issues are presently recorded 
in the General Fund. GAAP requires that such payments be accounted for in Debt 
Service Funds. 


In addition, GAAP requires that a General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts be 
maintained to provide historical cost information for property, buildings and 
equipment. Such information is not required, but is suggested by the Uniform 
System. 


Expense recognition 


Pursuant to provisions of the Massachusetts General Laws, the Town recognizes 
as an expenditure its share of unemployment compensation costs on a pay-as-you- 
go basis. GAAP requires that such costs be accounted for on an accrual basis as 
benefits are earned by employees. 


GAAP requires that expense accruals be made to reflect the liability which exists 
for vacation and sick time which has been earned by employees but not taken. No 
such accrual has been made as the amount is not estimable at this time.

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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Boxford Board of Assessors is currently fully staffed. As 

a result of the town elections in May, Mr. Edward Checkwood, 
(Chairman of the Board of Assessors) was elected for a three year 
term and Mr. Gordon Price for a two year term. In July, Mrs. 
Mary Morton was appointed at an open meeting for a one year 
term by the vote of the Board of Selectmen. Additionally, Mr. 
Kenneth Kretsch, at the request of the new Board of Assessors, 
agreed to serve as Assistant Assessor for a period of at least 

one year. 


As mentioned in the 1993 Assessor's Report, the need to hire a 
part-time, professional Field Assessor was also accomplished. 
This hire now alleviates much of the excessive demand for time 
formerly resting on the shoulders of the elected/appointed 
Board. It is now hoped that other interested and committed 
town citizens will more readily come forward to serve on this 
important Board as the need arises. 


Also accomplished this year was a Remeasure/Relisting Program 
which is mandated by the Massachusetts Department of Revenue on 
a ten year cycle to assure data reliability. To date, in excess 

of two thirds (2/3) of all residential properties have been re- 
measured/relisted by the outside firm of M.M.C., Inc. with the 

final 1/3 projected for completion this summer. Generally, this 
process is expected to produce revenue neutral results. 

The tax rate for FY95 has been set at $13.20 per thousand of 
assessed valuation. Through the efforts of the Assessors and due to 
the town's strong growth, once again been able to keep to a 
minimal increase.

Summary 


This report to the Town is for Fiscal Year 1994, the period ending July 1, 1994. 
However, we believe that it is advisable for the Town to have not just a snapshot of that 
year, but also to have some sense of expense growth in the major spending categories and 
to see how that growth affects the tax rate. Therefore, this report will not only cover FY- 
94 but will also look at the expected results of FY 1995. We will also show the first (and, 
at the time of writing, very rough) projection for FY-96. It is the FY-96 budget which 
will be the focus of the Annual Town Meeting on May 9, 1995. 


The following table breaks down the town's spending into its major components.

Approximately 46 percent of our budget is wages; that is salaries to teachers, police and 
other town employees. About 81 percent of wages are set by negotiated union contracts. 
These contracts (most of them cover several years), and the. obligation to pay off our 
debts, must be recognized as fixed costs. The variable costs, though many elements are 
included, are dominated by warrant articles and new long-term debt considerations. 


The Finance Committee continues to hold to the long-standing conviction that, for the 
long term financial stability of the Town, the operating budget must be supported by 
recurring revenues. Formal reserve accounts must be used only for warrant articles, 
capital expenditures and unforeseen expenses or emergencies. Any major new capital 
needs, which the town approves and which are greater than what the town can pay off in 
one year, will be funded by new borrowing. The cost of interest and principal on the new 
borrowing will be added to the tax rate. 
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New Spending Impact on the Tax Rate 


If we assume that all other things such as state aid and assessments remain constant, we 
can project the change in tax payment that will be required by each taxpayer as a result of 
changes in town spending. For each one hundred thousand dollars we add to spending 
above that which can be supported by new growth revenue, we add approximately $0.16 
per $1000 of property valuation to the tax rate. In other words, if your home is valued at 
$300,000, you will pay $300,000 x 0.16 or $48 more per year for each $100,000 of 
additional spending. The $0.16 factor will be gradually reduced as the town grows and as 
the total property valuation of the town increases. 


Education Reform Spending Requirements 


The state has decreed that we must spend more on education in our elementary schools in 
order to close a gap between the level of spending which the taxpayers of Boxford 
thought was appropriate and the level of spending which the state has mandated. The 
state agrees that our spending level at Masco is sufficient, for the time being. However, a 
spending gap exists in the elementary schools and in order to close that gap we must 
accelerate our spending. Several more years of accelerated spending are required to catch 
up to the mandated level of spending in our elementary schools, and during those catch up 
years, our financial picture will continue to be difficult. 


Major Capital Needs 


The difficulty of mandated school spending increases is compounded by new capital 
facility needs which are a result of town growth and the postponement of meeting town 
needs. The School Committee has determined that we need to add space to our 
elementary schools. This was rejected by the town at a Proposition 2 1/2 override vote on 
January 10, 1995, but we still need to find a way to handle the student population growth. 
Town managers are considering a need to expand the central town offices and the police 
building, and to add major fire department equipment, all within the next few years. Any 
of these, or other similar items, will require new long-term debt and a confirming vote by 
the town at the ballot box. These three items alone could initially add approximately 
$2.00 per $1000 of property valuation to each taxpayer's bill. The elementary school 
committee wants to add approximately $100,000 per year for new technology equipment 
and Masco has indicated a need for new capital and major maintenance. And, no doubt, 
there will be requests to purchase land for conservation. These measures, even in reduced 
form, will place long-term debt on the books which will overhang the budgeting process 
for many years. No matter how strong the need seems for each new item, the town must 
show restraint. 
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Tax Rate 


The Tax Rate jumped from $12.00 per $1000 in FY-93 to $13.00 per $1000 in FY-94 due 
primarily to property revaluation during the year. Because of the revaluation and, in spite 
of the $1.00 increase in the rate, the actual total tax levy went up only $300,368 for the 
entire town. This included a Proposition 2 1/2 override in the amount of $96,964 for the 
elementary schools and $193,032 in new construction revenue growth. In other words, 
the Assessors were not required to "tax to the max" and, in fact, were encouraged by the 
Finance Committee to tax only to the extent required to cover the expenses voted by the 
town. We had an excess tax capacity of approximately $89,000 in FY-94. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May 1994, when the town voted the budget for FY-95, 
some warrant articles were approved against the recommendations of the Finance 
Committee. As a result, the town spent enough to require the tax rate to be increased 
from $13.00 in FY-94 to $13.20 in FY-95. This increase was within the limitations 
imposed by Proposition 2 1/2 and left us with an excess tax capacity of $20,757. 


The following chart shows the tax rate in Boxford over the past several years.

Finance Committee Approach and Concerns 


In late December the Finance Committee developed budgetary guidelines and forwarded 
them to all department managers and school committees. These guidelines are based on 
our estimates of how the limited resources should be allocated in order to maintain a high 
level of essential municipal services while, at the same time, seeking to optimize each 
department’s spending efficiency. At times these objectives are in conflict and, where 
necessary, the Finance Committee has prioritized spending needs in an effort to man?~ 
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the budget process within the framework of fiscal constraints imposed by the town's 
existing revenue sources. However, there are strong pressures for additional spending; 
that is, new spending which requires new funding above that which is provided by new 
growth revenue and prudent use of other available funds. Any combination of spending 
above the Finance Committee guidelines for the operating budget could result in a tax 
increase. 


Even if the current operating budget is balanced without a tax increase, some new 
spending for major capital items is inevitable and will result in the addition of new long- 
term debt (bonds) and higher taxes. Such additional debt will require an approval vote at 
the town meeting followed within 60 days by a vote of the town at a special election. 


Boxford is going through a period of transition. The process is never easy. Growth 
combined with significant budgetary constraints imposes added burdens on all department 
managers, boards and committees which are involved in the budgeting process. Their 
significant efforts are not always given the recognition that they deserve. The Finance 
Committee is pleased and gratified by the level of cooperation it has received throughout 
the budget process and acknowledges with thanks the level of professionalism evidenced 
by all who were involved. 


The Trend in Boxford 


Boxford's taxes are collected almost entirely from residential property owners. The small 
amount of commercial activity in town is insufficient to provide a meaningful offset to the 
homeowners' taxes. Boxford has chosen to maintain a steady course and retain its non- 
commercial, rural environment. The result is that virtually all of the burden of the cost of 
operating our town falls on residents by way of residential property taxes. 


New home construction and new families bring in new tax revenue, but the long-term 
trend in Boxford has been for the typical new family to bring with it a need for more new 
services than is paid by it in property taxes. The existing tax base is not large enough to 
absorb the cost of those new services without an increase in the tax rate. The town has 
been going from year to year adding services and raising taxes to pay for those services. 
The additions in any one year are not so bad, but taken over a period of several years, they 
add a considerable increase to the tax rate. If we continue as we have in the past, the rate 
will sooner or later reach a level where people will revolt or leave town. Some say that 
sooner or later is now. The town is at a crossroads and must make some fundamental 
decisions as to long-term direction. 


Some residents want to continue as is. 
Some want to restrict or suppress residential growth and, hence, slow 
the demand for new services. ) 


© Some want to bring in commercial activities to help cover a portion of 
the cost of new services. 
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Oversight Function 


In August 1994 the committee investigated the procedures which were being practiced in 
the acquisition of land. The results of this investigation were reported to the town in a 
televised meeting and recommendations for new controls were presented to the 
Selectmen. New policies and procedures have been put in place. 


Finance Committee Membership 


We recently lost longtime Boxford resident and Finance Committee member Manuel 
DeSouza. Manny's untimely passing is a loss to us all and especially to his peers on the 
committee. His contributions over the years to the Finance Committee are greatly 
appreciated. 


We are fortunate to have added three outstanding new members during the year. They are 
Charles Laderoute, Bob Was and Bob Eisenberg. All bring very strong credentials to the 
committee and we look forward to a long working relationship.

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BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF TRUST FUNDS 


The Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds (BCTF) came into existence in 1992 with the 
Commissioners elected at the Town Election. Previously, oversight of general trust funds 
was vested with the Board of Selectmen. The purpose of the Board is to oversee the trust 
funds given or bequested to the Town which are not specifically under the direction and 
control of other Town officials or trustees. In 1992 the Board of Selectmen requested that 
the Board of Commissioners of Trust Funds take responsibility for oversight and 
administration of the Perley-Parkhurst-Cole Trust Fund. This Board accepted the 
Selectmen's request. Town Counsel filed the necessary papers and in early 1993 the 
Probate Court issued an Equity judgement so that this fund is now under the direction of 
this Board. 


The BCTF had four major actions in 1994. The most important was the review and 
determination of funding awards and scholarships submitted to the Perley-Parkhurst-Cole 
Trust Fund. Disbursements for 1994 are shown in detail elsewhere in this report. In 
conjunction with the Boxford Treasurer, the BCTF worked with a financial advisor to 
initiate an investment of funds in order to earn higher returns while maintaining principal 
sums, managing risks and meet other fiduciary responsibilities. A new fund, The Michelle 
Wilson Fund, came under this Board's control based upon a Probate Court Equity 
Judgement. Monies involved were initially gathered from public donations to establish a 
fund for a reward for the arrest and conviction of the individual who murdered Boxford 
resident Michelle Wilson in 1969. Finally, the Board initiated actions to bring The Town 
School Fund under the control of this Board. 


Citizens of the Town of Boxford who wish to make a request for consideration of use of 
funds controlled by this Board should contact one of the members. The members would 
also be pleased to answer any questions that a citizen may have regarding our activities 
and responsibilities or regarding the funds that we oversee.

BOXFORD EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


The Boxford Emergency Management Agency had a relatively quiet 

year without the number of natural disasters we had in 1 993, so time was 
spent updating our Standard Operating Procedures manual that covers such 
topics as search and rescue, earthquakes, and nuclear plants accidents. 


Representing Boxford this past year, | have attended a number of 
programs offered by the Massachusetts Emergency Management Agency 
including a two day hazardous materials conference in October 1994. | 
also attend monthly meetings at MEMA in Framingham where guest 
speakers have covered topics including hurricanes, dam safety and federal 
flood insurance legislation. 


| recently joined with twelve other communities along the Route 

95 corridor to form a Local Area Planning Council. The council will 
develop training programs for municipal emergency services workers and 
design more efficient methods of securing federal grant funds. it is my 
hope the Town will revisit the one thousand dollar funding request | made 
last year so we can participate in regional training for our emergency 
workers. The number of hazardous material that are transported over 
Interstate 95 requires us to have planning in place for mitigation, 
evacuation of our residents, and suppression, should an accident occur.

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COMMUNICATIONS DEPARTMENT 


At the time of this writing it would appear that many of us are 

awaiting the arrival of Winter to Boxford. Rain is nice, we don't need to 
shovel and the season to reflect is upon us no matter the weather. One thing 
we no longer await is the arrival of E911. The Town of Boxford was 
implemented into the Enhanced 911 service as of August, 1994. And what a 
month that was!!! We spent every day of August in the company of the Nynex 
and Statewide E911 employees watching the work take place. 


The planning and preparation that went into the Statewide E911 

system was a four year project. As the coordinator for the Town of Boxford | 
spent the better half of those four years filing plans, guides and data that 
would become part of this valuable data base system. 


How does E911 differ from Basic 911? The E stands for "Enhanced". 
Enhanced 911 provides the dispatchers with information from the Nynex data 
base that tell us, via screen, exactly where the call we receive on 911 is 
coming from. That could be a household, a coin operated phone within a 
building, or an outside coin phone. We have immediate access to house 
numbers, locations, and call back numbers should a person dial 911 and 
hang-up without voice connection, we will call back to determine the exact 
nature of the call. ; 


Enhanced 911 also provides immediate access for use of TTY calls 

providing the deaf community with greater access to public safety than it has 
previously had. Individuals with specific disabilities may also file a data 

form with Nynex so that additional information is provided to the dispatcher 
about that resident. For example, one might file a disability data form if a 
person within your household is on a Life Support System, is Mobility 
Impaired, Blind, Speech Impaired and the like. In turn the dispatcher can 
provide this information to responding Public Safety personnel to assist in 
their administration of care in times of emergency. 


When should you use 911? Anytime you believe you have an emergency. 

The State provides the motto of use as being to "SAVE A LIFE, STOP A CRIME, 
REPORT A FIRE’. Dialing 911 is FOR EMERGENCIES, and not for general business, 
questions, directions and calls of that nature. For that you should still 

dial the business numbers of 887-8135 or 887-8137. 


Every dispatcher participated in a two day 911 training program and 

has been certified by the state for use in responding to 911 calls. Public 
Education has been conducted by the Communications Director and Dispatcher 
Kathleen Zolla. Kathy conducted many classes at the elementary school level 
instructing students in the use of 911 for emergencies. She also showed 
videos provided by the Statewide Board as part of this program. Those videos, 
one for an adult population and one for a youth population are available at 
both local libraries and were provided by the Communications Director to 
Continental Cablevision for showing on both the Boxford and Topsfield cable 
channels. It is without question that the dispatchers of Boxford are due a 

note of thanks from me for their cooperation in the implementation process 
which was not made easy working around constant equipment relocation and a 
gathering of additional people in our tiny room every day for 31 days. 
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In closing, let me also thank my co-workers for their care and 

understanding as we all suffered the tragic loss of our friend and co-worker 
Matthew Smith. Matthew had worked with our department for almost one year. In 
that short time he became a close friend as | watched him proceed through and 
succeed at his quest to become a paramedic. Matthew had a unique and fine way 
of sharing his friendship with all who met him. In this season of reflection, 

| am most fortunate and thankful for my time with Matthew. | am grateful to 
work with a department that understood how his loss touched me. Thank you 


all.

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MISCELLANEOUS NOTES: 
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BOXFORD POLICE DEPARTMENT 


In 1994 the departmental activity continued to increase as the community 
continued to grow, and as this growth occurs the quality of services 
provided by your police department cannot be compromised, always 
remembering that the number of full-time officers on a force is directly 
proportional to the size of the community's population. As Boxford 
increases in population so should it's police force. 


The United States Justice Department is administering a program named 
COPS FAST. Created specifically for communities with smaller populations, 
this program is part of the 1994 Crime Bill, and provides financial aid to 
hire new officers through a grant process. The department applied for this 
grant and awaits notification of acceptance. 


During 1994, the department was successful in many grant applications. A 
Community Policing grant of $2,500 was awarded by the Commonwealth to help 
in the area of community awareness of police issues. A Governor's Highway 
Safety grant of $5,000 was awarded for the purpose of increasing 

patrolling, and is aimed at getting drunk drivers of the roadways. 


The Drug Abuse Resistance Education Program (D.A.R.E.) graduated over one 
hundred sixth grade students at a ceremony held at the Spofford Pond 
School, last February. This important program continues to provide a 

positive example of police working with the community towards a common 
goal, a drug free society. 


The D.A.R.E. program received a Massachusetts Department of Public Safety 
D.A.R.E. grant of $14,196, in 1994 to continue and expand our efforts. 
D.A.R.E. Officer Susan Longo's work in this program's funding and success 
merits the highest praise. 


Three new reserve officers were appointed to the department to fill 
vacancies. John C. Bain was appointed January 3rd, and on August 15th, 
Matthew J. Bouras and Robert Corliss were appointed. Timothy P. French was 
appointed on August 15th, as a special officer. 


As Chief of Police, | extend my appreciation to the residents of 
Boxford, and all the town boards, committees and departments for their 
support and cooperation.

The following is an account and report to the citizens of Boxford: 


1994 had its good times and bad times. On December 11, 1994 
Firefighter/Paramedic Matthew Smith was killed in an automobile accident on 
Route 95 in Boxford. This was one of the most traumatic events our 
department has ever experienced. A wonderful memorial service was held at 
the First Congregational Church in Boxford. Matthew is greatly missed by 
all of us, and we will never forget his dedication to the Fire Department 
and the pleasures we have shared. 


On December 26, 1994, Deputy Chief Charles Goldsmith submitted his 
resignation to the Boxford Fire Department. Chuck has been a member of our 
department since 1970. Among his many accomplishments was the formation 
and training of the Emergency Medical Services Unit, formed in 1987. Chuck 
was a Captain on the department for 10 years before his promotion to Deputy 
Chief. Chuck’s leadership and drive will be greatly missed by all Boxford 
firefighters and, as Fire Chief, I could not have had a more dedicated and 
supportive Deputy. We all wish Chuck and Joan much happiness in their new 
home in Boothbay, Maine. 


Captain Ted Riter has assumed the responsibilities of EMS Director. 
Prior to this, he had served twelve years as Boxford’s Fire Department 
Training Director, at which he did a superb job. Captain Al Bearesley has 
been appointed our Fire Department Training Director. 


At our May 1994 Annual Town Meeting, the voters approved the creation 
of the town’s first full-time, 20 hours per week Fire Chief position, 
effective July 1, 1994. 
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TRAINING -- EMERGENCY MEDICAL SERVICES 


1994 was another challenging year for the Boxford Fire Department. 
The voters approved an increase in personnel and we inducted 8 new 
firefighters in November. The new members are all First Responder 
certified and completed an 8 week training program. 


In addition, all 38 Boxford Fire Department members are now 
Defibulator certified. This achievement was particularly valuable when we 
recently had 6 medical aid calls for-unresponsive patients. 


Your 17 EMT’s are now certified to give epinephrine injections to 
victims having allergic reactions to bee stings or other anaphylactic 
reactions. 


In December we were able to conduct a live fire drill, giving all of 
our new firefighters interior firefighting training with real heat and 
smoke. Once again the timing was superb because, within the next two 
months we responded to three working house fires. Your fire department 
received numerous compliments on their professionalism.

OPEN HOUSE 


An early highlight of the year was the second annual Open House, 
hosted by the East Station crew. West Station personnel participated in 
this event, aimed at public education and recruitment. The event mustered 
up eight townspeople to answer the call for more manpower in the fire 
department. 


ENGINE REPLACEMENT 


The summer of 1994 saw the formation of the Truck Search Committee. 
Headed up by Captain Al Beardsley, the committee members spent the summer 
hammering out basic specifications for a replacement of the aging Engine 5, 
a 1975 International. Visits were made to neighboring fire departments to 
review their new engines and fire equipment salespeople visited with the 
committee displaying their engines. Building the right fire engine for 
Boxford’s unique fire needs is a long process, spearheaded by a dedicated 
team of firefighters. 


AIR SYSTEM 


The Fire Department’s ability to deliver fresh breathing air to its 
firefighters after fires received a major shot in t he arm with the 
delivery of a fixed compressor air storage unit at the West Station. In 
the past, firefighters had a limited supply of stored compressed breathing 
air at the fire station. Over the years there were several times when the 
system ran dangerously low on air after major fires or an accumulation of 
small fires where breathing air units (SCBA) were used. The result was 
taking the system out of service several times a year for necessary 
recharging. These rechargings sometimes required the system to be out of 
service for several days. A search had been on for many years to buy a 
compressor air storage system but the cost was very prohibitive. In late 
1994, the Fire Department was contacted by a vendor selling a used unit. 
With funds raised from private citizens, the Fire Department was able to 
purchase the unit. The unit is scheduled to go on-line in the West Station 
in early January 1995 and for the first time in Fire Department history, we 
will be able to deliver unlimited breathing air for the SCBA’s.

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ANIMAL CONTROL 
(887-8135) 


Rabies remained the primary focus of the Animal Control function this year. 
Fortunately for Boxford however, while state totals and involved towns continued 

to expand, the predicted extended Epicurve of cases failed to materialize 

locally and an actual diminution occurred gradually over the course of the year 

This should not be interpreted as an opportunity to relaxa all our precautions and 
become complacent in dealing with this complex viral disease. Once the Rabies Virus 
becomes entrenched in a region, it is here to stay, albeit in reduced levels. It is a 
good idea to have continually in mind the following basics: 


1. Vaccinate/Update all domestic pets and livestock with 
appropriate Rabies Vaccine. 


2. Should an exposure occur, contact Animal Control at once. 

If there is an actual attack between animals, i.e., dog vs. raccoon, 
try to safely retrieve the dog as quickly as possible isolating it for 

its and your safety, and remove, cover and/or otherwise preserve 
the predator's body for Animal Control. Remember, when handling 
the affected dog, cat or other involved animal - always wear gloves!! 


3. In the event of any wounds to animals or humans, scrub 
vigorously with warm, soapy water for 10 full minutes, then seek 
medical and/or veterinary advice. 


A breakdown of cumulative totals in Rabies cases statewide from the start date of 
September 19, 1992 to the first week of January, 1995 shows 1459 animals 

in 277 towns. These included 1197 raccoons, 181 skunks, 31 cats, 21 woodchucks, 

15 foxes,9 cattle, 2 coyotes, 1 pig, 1 horse and 1 beaver. Massachusetts Totals 
broken out for the period of January, 1994 through December, 1994 show a Total of 739 
Rabies Cases. Of these, 563 were raccoons, 95 skunks, 7 foxes, 18 cats, O dogs, 

8 cattle, 34 bats, and 14 categorized as " other” which are comprised of 10 woodchucks 
2 coyotes, 1 pig and! horse. The "O" Dogs Rabies cases is a tribute to the efficacy of 

a strong vaccination program and enforcement of Rabies regulations statewide. It is 
interesting to note that in other New England States, the "Other" category has included 

1 squirrel, 1 otter, 1 fisher cat, 1 goat and 1 deer. 


Public cooperation and awareness in Boxford undoubtedly played a large part in the successful 
handling of all exposure cases. Many bodies were tested, many wounds of unknown origin, 
especially in cats, were reported to local veterinarians for handling and passed on to our 
Animal Health Inspector for quarantining, making for a busy season for that department. The 
vaccination record in our dog population was above average for compliance with few 
problems arising, even with the new regulations requiring two past inoculations between 

9 and 12 months apart somewhere in the animals’ histories. Departing from Rabies Activity, 
there were significant episodes involving injured or displaced wildlife. These 

included a Great Horned Owl with broken wing which was successfully saved and rehabilitated 
through the compassionate services of New England Alive in Ipswich, MA. There were several 
instances of Canadian Geese, either injured by mechanical or natural means which were saved, 
as were a couple of kit foxes, a grouse, hawks, and small songbirds. Domestic rabbits, 
parakeets, domestic geese, chickens, pigs,(including Chinese pot-bellied), sheep, goats 

and the inevitable horses, ponies and donkey were all subjects for Animal Control 

Intervention. A disturbing trend over the past two years, seen especially in the warmer 
months and early fall, was the appearance of .. strays" or "drops" which materialized in 

our town and which were never claimed. We had approximately a half dozen of these animals, 
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in all shapes, breed combinations and colors this past year. All but two or three were placed 

in new homes with the assistance of the Weloset Kennel staff. The rejected animals were judged 
temperamentally unsuited for adoption and were humanely euthanized. Additionally, a problem 
occurred in these same "vacation" months with dogs (and cats) left with well-intentioned 
house-sitters who had a high incidence of escaped animals left in their care. Several of these 
were not collared or otherwise properly identifiable, causing delays and problems 

in reuniting them with their respective households. Dogs with electronic collars seem to 
escape frequently due to owner inattention to battery strength or system malfunctions. 

They are subject to the same pickup and hold procedures as any other untagged stray until 
proof of licensing can be established. It would be a prudent idea to affix the "usual" tags 

on an additional collarto more readily identify ownership if dogs stray. This can be 

critical in the event of an accident. Sadly, although there is no sympathy for a leash law in 
town, this lack of restraint has resulted in at least 5-6 car deaths to dogs this, year, with 
several injured but surviving. Motorists increasingly drive too fast on our country roads 

and animals' safety cannot be assured if unattended. | have been at the scene of several 
highly emotional and devastating accidents which could have been avoided with 

proper owner supervision and restraint on a leash. Cats running at will also end up dead and 
mutilated on our streets. It is the meanest part of my job and | never get used to the pain and 
suffering involved. 


We had several dogs placed on restraining orders for minor bites or misbehavior. Fortunately, 
no major tragedies were experienced but it is wise to pick and socialize your prospective pet 
carefully, perhaps monitor children and guests a little more thoroughly, and head off 
accidents before they occur. Thorough obedience training at any one of several excellent 
local kennels or trainers is available and may even impact your homeowners insurance rates. 
Several companies have established a "hit list" of undesirable breeds for which they will 
withhold liability insurance. 


An alternate Animal Control Officer joined this department in September, 1994 and is 
available for weekend coverage and other special assignments. This is a valuable addition 
to the town's animal control coverage and public safety concerns. 


In summary, this has been another challenging and growth- oriented year for Animal Control. 
As head officer, | have attempted to increase my skills and performanceby coordinating 

with other departments, interfacing and networking with other towns ACO's and veterinarians 
and wildlife specialists. A certification course in Animal CPR at Becker College, Leicester, 

MA was successfully completed as well as a Civilian Police Academy course given in 
Georgetown, MA to acquaint individuals with police and court functions. Gun handling 
training for the Departmental .410 Shotgun was provided by Chief Gordon Russell. Alll in all, 
a good, productive year with positive benefits to all. 


My thanks to the various Boards who have assisted Animal Control activities this year, 
including Boards of Health, Animal Health Inspector, Health Agent and Board of 
Selectmen; (specifically Dick Ulman.) Special thanks to the Boxford Police Officers and 
Communications personnel without whom we would not function efficiently or safely.

Library Director: Adele McConaghy 


1994 was a successful year for the Boxford Town Libraries in many ways. The 
Trustees completed work on a development plan identifying the positive aspects of the 
libraries, as well as areas of concern that need to be addressed in the future. Much 
discussion and thought went into this project. 

Both libraries have had restoration improvements which make them brighter 
and more inviting to the public. The Boxford Village Library restoration project 
consisted of interior painting of the entire building. Both libraries underwent extensive 
maintenance which included repairing and cleaning all windows, cleaning carpets 
and drapes, and adding new fixtures and furniture. The effect is a bright and modern 
appearance within these two historic Boxford landmarks. 

We had a remarkably high level of private donations made to the libraries 
during 1994, which enabled us to pride both essential resources and special “extras” 
to the patrons. These donations have been used to improve the collection and the 
buildings. We sincerely thank our patrons for being so generous. Especially 
noteworthy were bequests in memory of Louise Gingrande, Frank Mathias, and Irene 
Latham. 

The rapid growth of information technology was a major factor in allowing us to 
provide expanded service to patrons. The outcome of the additional service which the 
Boxford Libraries are able to offer to the community has been a marked increase in 
circulation and a greater number of patrons who look to the library as a place of 
education, information, and community fellowship. With the on-line automated system 
now upgraded, we are able to provide patrons with an ever-increasing number of 
materials which extend far beyond the walls of the Boxford Town Libraries. The user- — 
friendly CD-ROM indexes located at both libraries give patrons access to multiple 
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indexes and databases, such as EBSCO’s full-text periodical index and the 1995 
Encyclopedia Americana. After locating resources which are housed outside our 
buildings, we can now provide those materials more effectively than ever. Our new fax 
machine enables us to put magazine articles and other current information into the 
hands of our patrons very quickly. The Inter-library Loan system within our consortium 
also brings books from far and wide directly to our door. Our Reference Department 
has a wonderful collection in addition to our new technology. This collection is used 
constantly, and many questions in all disciplines are answered daily by our Reference 
staff. This helps make the Boxford Town Libraries an essential research tool for the 
community. And we are pleased to report that the amount of information which can be 
accessed through our libraries is constantly increasing. 

The Public Trustees again made an invaluable contribution to our information 
services by enabling us to purchase very costly reference materials which save 
patrons time and money in seeking time-sensitive reference and business information. 
In addition, the Public Trustees have again provided a scholarship fund which helps 
young women and men of Boxford to pursue higher education. A special display case 
located at the Boxford Village Library lists these annual awards. 

Children’s programs for 1994 have been well-attended and innovative thanks to 
our Children’s Librarian Assistant, Jeanne Pucci. Many programs were offered in 
addition to the on-going pre-shcool story hours. These included craft programs, guest 
performers, toddler time, young adult programs, and festive holiday events for the 
entire family. These activities continue to draw more and more children into the library 
where they discover the joys of reading and learning. Publicity has been excellent 
during 1994 and has kept the public well informed of our many services and programs. 
Without the support of our local news reporters, our special programs would not be so 
successful. 

Director Adele McConaghy has again obtained a grand for adult programming 
through the Foundation for the Humanities. We are in the process of planning a series 
of discussion groups entitled “After Frost: Poetry in New England” which will be led by 
local scholars and poets. Assistant Director Linda Pucci has worked closely with the 
Director in developing new programs and enhancements for the libraries. In addition 
to providing educational programs for our patrons, Adele McConaghy had continued 
to support staff education through our education fund. During 1994, many members of 
the library staff were able to take courses, attend workshops, and participate in hands- 
on training which keep them up-to-date in the field of library science. 

The 1994 annual report would not be complete without thanking some very 
special people who work diligently behind the scenes to make the library so 
successful. Thanks to Marilyn May to her monthly exhibits at the Boxford Libraries 
which are of museum quality. Thanks again to Mary Lou Matoon for a magnificent job 
of coordinating our monthly art exhibits which continue to show the work of so many 
local artist to the visitors of the Boxford Village Library. The Boxford Garden Club 
continues to make the libraries fragrant and beautiful with their monthly floral 
arrangements. They also give the libraries a special look during the holidays which 
reflects the Garden Club’s talent and dedication and makes the libraries attractive for 
our patrons. In addition, our grounds are groomed and maintained entirely by the 
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Garden Club. Many thanks go to our Volunteers who give so generously of their time 
and talents and who are the backbone which keeps the libraries so organized and 
efficient. The Friends of the Boxford Town Libraries, under the leadership of Becky 
Peters and Maureen Archer, are a true asset and deserve thanks for their help with 
special programs, the provision of museum passes, and other extras for the patrons. 
Their on-going book sale in the foyers of both libraries, in addition to their annual book 
sale, is an invaluable contribution to the libraries and is much appreciated by our 
patrons. Thanks to the Friends for constantly working to increase membership in the 
Friends in order to further help the libraries. 

The success of the libraries is a reflection of Adele’s able leadership and the 
staffs dedication to service. Each patron is helped to access the varied resources and 
made to feel comfortable with the ever changing environment at the libraries. 

| wish to thank my fellow Trustees for their cooperation and especially the time 
and energy devoted to solving problems and setting goals and priorities which allow 
the Boxford Town Libraries to provide the excellent service they do. 

And finally, all of us connected with the libraries express sincere appreciation to 
our patrons for continuing to look to us as an essential part of their community. After 
all, it is not the books alone which keep a library alive and flourishing; it is the people 
who pass through its doors. 

1995 holds many opportunities and challenges for the libraries. We look 
forward to the future with enthusiasm.

School Committee O 


The Boxford School Committee holds regular meetings generally once per month throughout the 
year. Meetings are usually held on Thursdays at the Cole Elementary School. Additional 
meetings for special purposes such as budget and policy development are also scheduled at 
different times and may include some morning and afternoon sessions. Interested citizens should 
check notices at the Town Hall which are posted two days or more in advance of any scheduled 
meeting. Sessions are open to the public and citizens are encouraged to attend. Individuals or 
groups may suggest an item to be placed on the agenda by forwarding a written request to the 
Superintendent of Schools. 


In January of 1994, as part of their strategic planning process, the Boxford School District drafted 
a Mission Statement and a set of Core Values to serve as the foundation for future goal setting 
and decision making. These were refined through an open process involving parents, staff, and 
the entire school community. The adopted statements are as follows: 

MISSION STATEMENT 
The Mission of the Boxford Elementary Schools is to provide the foundation for academic 
excellence, and the social and emotional support for children to meet the challenges of citizenship 
expected of lifelong learners in an increasingly technological and interdependent world. 

CORE VALUES 

The Core Values of the Boxford School District include the beliefs that: 


Respect for oneself, and other children and adults, promotes belonging and is essential to 
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learning. 


The strongest possible instructional program for children and adults is based upon quality 
research, world class standards, and high expectations. 


All children can and will learn when provided equal access to educational opportunities 
appropriate to their needs. 


Lifelong learning is achieved in partnership with the home, school, and community. 
Our schools are a shared resource for the entire community. 


The major function of the Committee continues to be provision of the highest quality educational 
program within available funding resources. The grade level organizational structure locates 
Kindergarten through Grade Two at theHarry Lee Cole Elementary School and Grade Three 
through Grade Six at the Spofford Pond Elementary School. Ongoing curriculum renewal is 
provided through a strategic planning effort which addresses a major curriculum area on an eight 
year cycle for each subject. The current school year, 1994-1995, is the second year of a 
curriculum initiative to revise the elementary language arts curriculum. It is also the year of the 
introduction of a revised health education curriculum. 


In the fall of 1993, the School Committee of the Boxford, Topsfield, and Middleton elementary 
schools approved a proposal to include Middleton as a member of the School Union Under the 
Tri-town Union, each town continues to have its locally elected school committee retain 
responsibility for it's budget, programs, and local staffing. The Tri-town School Union was 
officially established on December 1, 1993. The Superintendent, Assistant Superintendent, Special 
Education Administrator, and other Central Office staff are shared positions serving all three 
towns. More consistent and equitable educational experiences for all elementary students who go 
on to Masconomet Regional Jr. /Sr. High School is one expected positive outcome. 


The Boxford School Committee continues to support effective utilization of the school plants for 
educational, cultural, and community-based activities. As an example, the Horizons Program 
under the direction of Nancy Vose, offers more than forty enrichment courses in six locations 
during fall, winter and spring terms. Also, an extended day care program, for school-aged 
children, sponsored by the Merrimack YMCA, is available to Boxford families. Utilizing the Cole 
School facility, more than fifty children are supervised in this important program either before or 
after school between the hours of 7:00 a.m. and 6:00 p.m. each school day. Boy Scouts, Cub 
Scouts, Brownies, recreational basketball for children and adults, and indoor soccer are only some 
of the regular weekly activities in our schools. Many town boards and committees also meet 
regularly in the school facilities. 


In the summer of 1994, Maureen Berman was elected as Principal of the Cole Elementary School. 
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James Platt, Jr., elementary teacher served as Acting Principal of the Cole School during 1993- 
1994. He is highly commended by the School Committee for the progress and cohesion brought 
to the school during his year of leadership. 


Escalating costs within the special education program mandated by Chapter 766, make the task of 
balancing school needs with available resources even more difficult. The Committee makes every 
attempt to access state and federal funding. As examples P.L. 94-142, P.L. 89-313, and Chapter 
One-were utilized to help offset costs for special education and compensatory education staff. 
State funding received through Chapter Two is used to provide materials for its instructional 
programs.

The above figures indicate an increase in enrollment in the Boxford Elementary Schools of 279 
students over an eight year period. This represents a 51% increase in the student population over 
this time period. Due to the rapidly expanding school population, a Space Study Committee was 
formed to accurately assess the classroom needs for Boxford through the year 2004. A 
comprehensive report on projected needs was developed and presented to ther School Committee 
in the fall of 1994. 


Fiscal 


The budget development process is an extensive and involved task during which the Committee 
must make difficult decisions to bring into balance both the financial concerns of the community 
and elements of high quality, appropriate educational services. Increasing costs associated with 
increased enrollment, school transportation, special education, building maintenance, and minimal 
salary increases, must be addressed with consideration of diminishing fiscal support from the state. 


The School Department budget for the year 1994/95 is as shown:

In the area of Special Education, Project Tutor Grant (94-142) and Project Help Grant (89-313) 
are two continuing federal grants that partially fund a of school adjustment counselor, three 
special needs teacher aides, materials, equipment, and teacher in-service training. 


A Dwight D. Eisenhower Title II Grant helps support staff development programs in elementary 
mathematics. Teachers participated in numerous summer workshops in integrated math/science 
programs. Special awareness in technology applications for elementary education was also 
supported. A PALMS grant was awarded by the State Department of Education to assist in the 
improvement and expansion of the mathematics curriculum. 


A grant from the Governor's Alliance Against Drugs is used to provide training and materials for 
implementation of Here's Looking at You 2000!, and D.A.R.E. - programs for self esteem 
development and substance abuse awareness. 


The school system of Boxford, Topsfield, and Middleton, including Masconomet were awarded a 
$86,591 Comprehensive Health Education and Human Services grant by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. This grant, is designed to support health curriculum development and 
implementation. 


A state-sponsored SPRIG Grant was awarded to our schools for the funding of activities to help 
identify support services other than Special Education programs for children in need. The pre- 
referral process and strategies for inclusion of children currently under Individualized Education 
Plans are being studied. 


The Tn-Town Educational Foundation is a non-profit local citizens’ group that raises funds for 
the sole benefit of the Topsfield, Boxford, Middleton Schools and Masconomet. During the 
current school year, funding provided by the Tri-town Educational Foundation supported two 
initiatives at the Spofford Pond School. Materials for fourth grade science, "A Microscopic View 
of the World". enhances our existing science program. "Aim for Success” provides 
interdisciplinary math/science activities in grade six. An annual fundraising telethon is sponsored 
by the Tri-Town Educational Foundation to support direct benefits provided to the schools. 


Educational Reform 


On June 18, 1993, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, passed legislation for state-wide 
systemic school reform. Chapter 71, the Educational Reform Act of 1993, contains four essential 
components of reform: 

1) New programs and standards that will ensure high achievement for all students; 


2) A fair and equitable system of school finance; 
3) A governance structure that encourages innovation and accountability at all levels. 
4) Standards and processes that will enhance the quality, professionalism, and 


accountability of all educational personnel. 


The Department of Education is currently disseminating the development of Curriculum 
Frameworks in several subject areas as well as a Common Core of Learning for all students. An 
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annual Foundation Budget has been established for each district in an attempt to make resources 
more equitable state-wide. School based management is strongly supported and School Councils 
have been formed in every school as an advisory body to the School Principals. Teacher 
recertification and extensive professional development reform have been established. The 
Boxford Schools have aggressively moved forward on the four components of Education Reform 
while recognizing that many of the activities prescribed in the new law will take time to be a 
fully implemented. 


rategic Planni Di 


In 1994, the School Committee expressed its support and commitment for a strategic planning 
process to achieve long term District Goals through the focused allocation of effort and resources. 
A District Strategic Plan was developed for the period 1994 - 1997 which defines targeted 
activities and measurable outcomes in support of the District Goals. 


The District Goals for 1994-1997, developed with school-based and district input, are as follows: 
1) Curriculum 


To insure consistency and continuity in the delivery of the most current and 
research-based curriculum by providing: 

- adequate, appropriate texts and materials 

- effective, high impact professional development 

- appropmiate student progress and program assessment tools 

- accountability through administrative support, monitoring, and evaluation 


2) Technology 


To pian for the utilization of technology as a communications, learning, and 

teaching tool which integrates with curriculum in a manner that: 

- promotes more effective learning 

- reflects how information and resources are accessed, analyzed, and 
communicated in the real world 

- promotes critical thinking skills 


3) Learning Needs 


To provide an educational environment, instructional strategies, and learning 
opportunities that address the diverse learning needs of all students within 
classrooms.

To provide physical plant facilities that maximize the range of learning 


opportunities through the provision and maintenance of adequate space and 
equipment.

naddition, 14,520 ill and/or injured children were seen and treated in the health suites. There 
were 38 reportable accidents. Medications were administered as prescribed by physicians. 
imergency medications are kept in both health suites and dispensed as needed. Mrs. Smaha and 
Mrs. Nechtem maintain current CPR certificates, attend conferences and read publications to keep 
‘breast of both local, state and national health concerns and issues. 


All students are weighed and measured each year. Each year health records are reviewed and 
‘updated As of November 1, all students were compliant with the state immunization 
‘equirements. The law requires exemption from immunizations are accepted for religious 
urposes only. 


in addition, Mrs. Smaha taught a Family Life class to 112 fifth graders. At Cole School, Mrs. 
Nechtem was part of the Pre-School Screening team and tested 3 and 4 year olds for vision and 
‘nearing. Kindergarten registration was held at Cole School in February. A team of two review 
\mmunizations, check birth certificates and discuss health issues. In addition, both nurses

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Curriculum Development 


In the fall of 1993, a revised Social Studies curriculum was implemented and supportive staff 
development opportunities commenced. After a year of extensive piloting and review, Houghton- 
Mifflin materials were adopted as the program of choice. A Statement of Philosophy and grade - 
level objectives developed by the Tri-Town curriculum development team were shared with the 
entire school community. A clearly defined program that incorporates research skills, critical 
thinking, communication competencies, and an ability to process and analyze information resulted 
from the participatory development of this curriculum. 


In accordance with the regular curriculum development cycle, a broad-based Elementary 
Language Arts Committee consisting of teachers, administrators, and parents from Boxford, 
Topsfield, and Middleton was initiated in the fall of 1993 to begin the review and research phase 
of the process for renewing this curriculum. An extensive review of research, literature, and 
successful practices served as the foundation for the system wide philosophy and curriculum 
resource guide for reading, writing, speaking, and listening. It is affirmed that no one approach to 
reading jastruction is appropriate for all students, that an eclectic view that addresses the learning 
styles and-specific needs of individual children within the classroom is needed for maximizing the 
success of programmatic efforts. The utilization of authentic, unabridged quality children's 
literature as a major source of reading material is emphasized A process approach to 
improvement of writing skills is affirmed by which students develop ideas, produce drafts, revise, 
edit, and eventually publish original materials for specific audiences. The development of clearly 
defined grade level objectives, specified core materials, and a comprehensive staff development 
plan for implementation are goals of the Language Arts Committee's efforts during the 94-95 and 
95-96 school years. 


In 1995, the State Department of Education will issue a set of Curriculum Frameworks in each 
subject area which are intended to serve as the foundation for local curriculum development. 
Reflected will be skills important in the year 2000 and beyond. Included are critical and creative 
thinking; communication skills; the ability to access, organize, and analyze information; 
technology skills; and, the ability to work effectively in groups. Many of the directions supported 
at the state level incorporate current research and national standards which have served as the 
foundation for our local curriculum development for several years. The state's affirmation of 
these positive directions is most welcome. Study Groups for closely aligning local curricula to 
state Frameworks have been established. 


A Report Card Revision Committee developed improved progress reports that were implemented 
during the 1993-94 school year. Separate report cards were devised for Kindergarten, for Grades 
1 and 2 and for Grades 3 - 6. A major accomplishment at the primary level was the adoption of a 
report card appropriate for the school district's developmental curriculum. In the upper 
elementary grades, the revised report cards include some new areas, such as computer lab and 
library skills, and also offer increased opportunities for commentary on personal/social growth. 


Early‘Childhood Educati 


An integrated preschool program has been established at the Steward School in Topsfield to 
provide an environment in which both special needs and typical students share participation in 
developmental learning cost-effective and purposeful program. 


nt Program 


The Massachusetts Educational Assessment Progtam (MEAP) has, since 1988, been delivered 
every other year in the spring to students in grade four. These Assessment Tests deal with 
reading, writing, math, science, and social studies and provide information to the schools on area 
of curriculum and instruction, assisting the district in identifying any strengths and weaknesses in 
their programs of study. In 1992 and 1994, the Assessment Tests included open ended questions 
requiring narrative answers in an effort to evaluate problem solving and communications skills. 
Boxford scores were extremely high in comparison to districts designated as similar by the 
Department of Education. This affirmed that the effort and resources dedicated to an aggressive 
ongoing-process of program renewal has resulted in our curriculum being current, comprehensive, 
and expertly delivered. 1994 was the final year for implementation of MEAP testing. A new 
assesment program is under development which will be linked to the state Curriculum 
Frameworks. A national initiative, the New Standards Project (NSP), will also contribute to 
therevised state testing program. Two Boxford teachers are currently serving on a select 
statewide NSP team to investigate appropriate teaching and assessment strategies that will 
provide input to the state for future testing programs. 


In May of each school year, the Boxford Elementary Schools has utilized the Iowa Tests of Basic 
Skills in reading, language, math, and work-study skills in an effort to obtain detailed information 
on the ability and growth of individual students in numerous sub-skill areas so that appropriate 
instructional programs may be prescribed. These tests are administered in grades three and five. 
The National Achievement Test in reading and language arts is administered annually in May to 
grade two students. Results are shared with the teaching staff and individual student reports are 
sent home to parents. 


Results from all components of the standardized testing program are utilized in conjunction with 
direct teacher input in an attempt to monitor, evaluate, and continually fine-tune the instructional 
process. The administration is committee to an ongoing review of the assessment program in an 
attempt to maximize consistency between curriculum goals and the system for evaluating those 
goals. The administration continues to be active considering research based alternatives to our 
current program that may better serve the needs of staff and children. 


Educational Technology 


Educational technology combines new tools of learning (computer, software, videodiscs, video 
production, CD-Rom, distance learning, networking and online services) to integrate, extend and 
enhance the teaching and learning process for students of all ages in all curriculum areas. To make 
use of these emerging technologies for classroom instruction the School Committee is in the 
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process of developing a five-year plan. 


This plan is a comprehensive proposal to provide the tools, curriculum, staffing and professional 
development necessary to enable Boxford elementary school students to use educational 
technology effectively, thus holding in their own hands the means to shape and influence their 
own future. 


To develop the Boxford Elementary Schools technology plan the School Committee established a 
task force in September, 1994. The task force includes teachers, staff, parents, members of the 
community, School Committee members, representatives of town boards and other interested 
parties. 


Task Force working groups have focused on the following key action areas: 


1. Curriculum-improving instruction 

2. Professional Development-giving educators new skills 

3. Community connections-generating supports, ideas and resources to link schools 
and the community 

4. Implementation Plan-applying quality criteria to recommended solutions 


The plan will outline a course of action that seeks the investment of $500,000. from a variety of 
public and private sources over the next five years in order to provide improved learning 
opportunities across the curriculum for all students; high quality professional development for all 
staff; parent and community education offerings; efficient telecommunications between the 
schools, central office, Masconomet, the public library, other town offices and eventually between 
home and school. 


Goals 


Four underlying goal have been proposed to direct the elementary schools technology 
initiatives for the next five years: . 


Hie Provide a learning environment which enables students to master the appropriate 
uses of technology to produce higher achievement, increased creativity, greater 
application of critical thinking skills and the desire for life-long learning. 


2 Provide evidence of the capability of educational technology to improve student 
learning. 
3 Prepare teachers and staff for roles as learning facilitators through continuous 


professional development opportunities. 


4. Recognize and build on the human resources in the Boxford community to: share 
ideas and resources; generate strong support for educational technology; and 
develop partnerships which allow for the maximum use of technology to link 
curriculum and instruction at the elementary level, with Masconomet, with the 
town and regional library systems and other educational organizations. 
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The proposed plan is an ambitious one which will acquire broad support from many constituencies 
in town for it to be fully realized. 


Many activities consistent with the goals of the five-year plan have been in evidence this year. 
With cooperation of Continental Cablevision, the Massachusetts Corporation for Educational 
Telecommunications (MCET) Mass LearnPike programming signal is now available at Cole 
School as well as Spofford Pond School. Now both schools can be linked by satellite and the 
Massachusetts Education Online (MEOL) computer network to interact with experts; send and 
receive information, E-mail, and files with the State Department of Educqtion Offerings. 
Additional support for technology initiatives has come from the Boxford PTO, the Tri-Town 
Education Foundation and private contributions. 


- i ini fession. vel n 


One provision of the Education Reform Act of 1993 replaces lifetime licensure of educators in 
Massachusetts with five-year renewable certificates. This new requirement has resulted in many 
new opportunities for professional development and in-service training at the school, district and 
statelevel. Recertification requires an educator to earn 120 Professional Development points for 
the first certificate to be renewed in the five-year renewal cycle. At least 60 points must be earned 
in the content and professional skill areas of certification, with the remainder of the points earned 
through activities which address other educational issues and topics that improve student learning. 


Educators are also required to develop an Individual Professional Development Plan that outlines 
the activities in which they will engage for their professional development. This plan should focus 
on the goals of the school, district, courses, seminars, workshops, and conferences; school and 
district professional development programs; mentoring, peer-coaching, and cooperative teaching; 
and self-direct educational projects. 


The Cole School Council Improvement Plan, the Spofford Pond School Council Improvement 
Pian and the District Strategic Plan each place a strong emphasis on professional development and 
training for staff which focus upon identified curriculum and organizational priorities as well as 
the diverse learning needs of children. The primary areas of focus for 1994/95 have included 
language arts. The diverse learning needs of children, critical thinking skills, and the requirements 
of recertification. This year has seen several new models employed quite successfully in addition 
to a limited number of early release days for professional development. More than 35 teachers 
and staff participated in a 10 hour weekend course on a Friday evening and Saturday in 
November. A first ever full day professional development day was devoted to Technology 
Applications in January. More than 40 workshop offerings were available to 85 participants 
including guests from other districts. Nearly 50 teachers are enrolled in thirty-six hour course on 
Portfolio Development being held after school from January to May in cooperation with the 
Topsfield and Middleton Schools. 


The School Committee continues to provide incentives through tuition reimbursement programs 
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beyond the school day and school district. In addition, the application of available grant funds 
from the State Department of Education and the Boxford PTO have been instrumental in creating 
opportunities for teachers and other staff to maintain and update their professional skills. the 
School Committee continues to believe that professional development for staff is an important 
investment that will result in improved learning opportunities for children. 


Special Needs Education 


School districts are mandated by state and federal laws to provide special education services to 
those students with a special need who require support in order to make effective educational 
progress and to ensure that these services occur in the least restrictive environment. 


As of January 1995, there were 176 special needs students in the Boxford Elementary Schools 
including 58 at Cole, 104 at Spofford Pond, 3 in outside placements and 11 preschoolers, several 
of wha-are enrolled in our Topsfield/Boxford Integrated Program. The percentage of Boxford 
studentsKindergarten through 6th grade) receiving special education services is approximately 
18.6% which is slightly higher than the state average. 


During the 1994-95 school year, the special Education staff consists of Special Education 
Administrator, a part-time assistant to the Administrator, a special education secretary, 5 resource 
room teachers, 1 resource center teacher, 9 aides (including 6 who work with specific individual 
students whose physical handicaps require one-on-one assistance) two part-time counselors, and 
two speech therapists (one full-time and one half-time). 


This support offered to students in the Boxford Schools range from monitoring their progress in 
the regular education classes and consulting with their regular education teachers, to total 
academics in a substantially separate language-based program. As a school system, Boxford is 
deeply committed to mainstreaming our special education students and continues to pursue 
effective ways in integrating all our children into regular education programming. 


When the need for specialized support services arises, the town contracts with outside vendors. 
This past year different private agencies and individuals were utilized to provide occupational 
therapy, physical therapy, low vision services, and adaptive physical education. 


Boxford also belongs to the Greater Lawrence Educational Collaborative which is comprised of 
several Merrimack Valley school districts who come together with shared concerns. It provides 
programs for low incident special needs students, serves as a resource to address special 
education issues, and offers many needed support services. At present, two outside placement 
students are in collaborative classes. 


Parent involvement in Special Education is strongly encouraged and always welcomed. Boxford, 
Topsfield and Middleton parents of special education students have joined together to form the 
Parent Advisory Council (PAC). The PAC meets regularly during the school year. It has served 
as an arena for parents to discuss mutual concerns, arranged for a variety of interesting speakers, 
created a lending library, sponsored fundraising and other events, and provided input into the 
special Education Department's programs and policies. 
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During the 1993-1994 school year, the Spofford Pond and Harry Lee Cole Schools served 60,739 
reimbursable meals to Boxford students. The price charged for a lunch remained at $1.25. The 
Boxford School Lunch Program bids a number of items with the Metro-North Collaborative. The 
pricing received with this purchasing group helped the lunch price to remain stable for 3 years. 
However, full use was made of all commodities that were available. 


Free and reduced lunches are available to students whose families meet federally established 
income levels. Parents are urged to contact their building principal at any time during the school 
year regarding potential eligibility. 


The Spofford Pond School once again hosted lunches for the senior citizens. The cost of a lunch 
is $1.25. All seniors are encouraged to participaate in this program.

BOXFORD SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE REPORT

During 1994, the School Building Committee spent the vast majority of it's time working 
on two issues; the Spofford Pond School water-supply, and the possible classroom 
additions to both the Cole and Spofford Pond Schools. 


Improvements to the Spofford Pond water system were addressed in conjunction with 
several other Town boards; Board of Selectmen and Board of Health, as well as Crowley 
Engineering and the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). In 
March the special Adhoc committee (appointed by the Board of Selectmen) reviewed it's 
findings and recommendations with the Building Committee. The Committee agreed with 
the findings and voted unanimously to proceed with implementation of the seven (7) 
recommendations. Working through Crowley Engineering the work was completed. In 
July the Board of Health granted provisional approval for use of the Spofford Pond 
School water supply as potable water. That was followed in August by final approval 
from the Board of Health. When students returned for school in September the system 
was in full use and continues to meet DEP and Board of Health standards. 


The unexpended balance of the Spofford Pond School renovation project at the 1994 year 
end totals $9,027. This amount is fully committed as follows: 


Annual Bond Fees ($300 x 16 years) $4,800 
Action Items Previously Approved 4,227 
$9,027 


During 1994 the Boxford School Space Study Committee presented its' report 
recommending that additional classroom space would be required at both of our 
elementary schools. Following the lead of the Board of Selectman and the Boxford 
Elementary School Committee, the Building Committee began to plan for the required 
renovations. Initially the Committee reviewed the guidelines established by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts for selecting design services. The committee then 
formulated a Request for Proposals (RFP) for architectural services not to exceed 
$330,000. The RFP was publicly advertised and responses were received in November. 
All the responses were reviewed, references verified, and the four (4) most qualified firms 
were interviewed by the Committee. Following those interviews the firm of HKT 
Architects Inc. was selected. Subsequently, at the Special Town Meeting in December, 
the Town approved a warrant article for these architectural services. (This Proposition 
was later voted down at the Town election in January 1995.) 


During the year two long standing members of the Building Committee; Richard Daley 
and Charlotte Smallman, resigned. Both of these members served for many years and 
provided valuable service to the Town of Boxford. The Committee wishes to thank them 
for their contributions.

ANNUAL REPORT 


Now in the second year of the implementation of the Education Reform 
Act of 1993, school districts across the state continue to grapple with the 
changes which are unfolding as the Department of Education goes about the 
business of enacting regulations to support the legislation. The adoption of 
the Massachusetts Common Core, the recertification of educational personnel, 
the active involvement of School Councils, and the changes in school 
committee governance are just a sampling of the major changes with which 
all school districts are confronted. North Shore Regional Vocational School 
District is actively engaged in promoting the systemic change which The 
Education Reform Act of 1993 contemplates, and, as an institution, is striving to 
foster an atmosphere which is conducive to positive change and overall school 
improvement. This is an exciting and energizing time to be involved in the 
field of education, and the administration, faculty, and School Committee are 
working together to meld this energy into a synergistic organization. 


ADMINISTRATION 


. The North Shore Regional Vocational School District Committee, 
comprised of one member appointed to represent each member community, is 
the governing body of the School District. The Superintendent-Director and 
the administrative team carry out the policies of the District School Committee, 
and oversee the daily operation of the school. 


ENROLLMENT 


Enrollment, as of October 1, 1994, was 525. This reflects a significant 
increase over last year's enrollment, and includes out-of-district students, 
students enrolled through School Choice, and a limited number of post- 
graduate students. The largest percentage of this increase is due to the 
inclusion, as of September 1, 1994, of the Beverly vocational programs under 
the administrative umbrella of North Shore Regional Vocational School 
District. Ninth grade enrollment increased for the second year in a row. This 
is a very positive development and is, we believe, attributable to both the 
increased population in that age cohort and the improved physical facility in 
which the school operated. 


Three (3) students from Boxford are currently enrolled at North Shore 
Tech. Students participate in programs in Auto Technology, Carpentry, 
Commercial Art, Collision Repair Technology, Cosmetology, Culinary Arts, 
Marketing Education, Fashion Design, Building Trades Technology, 
Electronics/Computer Technology, Masonry, Welding, Health Technology, 
Manufacturing Technology, and Job Skills Training(formerly Resort 
Services). Students from throughout the District may also enroll in Machine 
Technology at Gloucester High School and Electricity at Salem High School.

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CURRICULUM 


The faculty and administration continuously review curriculum and 
teaching methods to meet the needs of the students and to prepare them for the 
demands of the twenty-first century. Program Advisory Committee input is 
utilized extensively in reviewing and modifying vocational curriculum. 
Competency-based education is being implemented across the curriculum, and 
efforts to increase the integration of academic and vocational components of 
the curricula are being employed. 


As part of a national movement to integrate academic and vocational 
curriculum, the Construction Cluster at North Shore instituted an innovative 
program which fosters curriculum integration. Students in grades ten, 
eleven, and twelve in the construction programs have the same group of 
teachers for the three years, engage in problem solving, design joint projects, 
and work cooperatively to build linkages between academic subjects and 
vocational skills. The teachers meet frequently to jointly plan their activities, 
are actively involved in all aspects of the students' educational program, and 
are working to include special education students into the regular academic 
programs, with the assistance of a special education instructor, who works 
exclusively with the Construction Cluster. The students in the Construction 
Cluster, as a part of this project, have chosen to wear uniforms in shop. This 
gives them an identity with their group, and engenders a great deal of pride in 
their appearance. A second integration project, involving some of the 
Consumer Cluster, is in the planning stages,, and is scheduled for 
implementation in September of 1995. These, and other teacher-driven 
initiatives, are testimony to the energy which is being felt throughout the 
District, and are among the reform initiatives which research indicates lead to 
effective school improvement. The District is proud of the enthusiasm and 
creativity exhibited by its staff. 


Last spring, a chapter of the National Vocational Honor Society was 
chartered at North Shore Tech. Twelve students were inducted into the Honor 
Society. 


The North Shore Tech Prep Consortium received federal funding for the 
current year, and has, once again, expanded to include additional schools on 
the North Shore. Each year, new programs are added for articulation, and 
students and their parents are becoming increasingly aware of this 
innovative route to college. One student is taking advantage of a provision of 
the Education Reform Act which allows high school students to take courses at 
state colleges and universities, and to receive dual credit for completed 
courses. North Shore Regional Vocational School District is actively involved 
with the state School-to-Work initiative, which received federal funding this 
year. The goal of School-to-Work programs is to prepare all students for entry 
into the workplace equipped with the skills and attitudes which employers 
indicate are needed in the workplace of the twenty-first century. 


FUNDING 


The level of state funding which will be available to the District for 
Fiscal Year 1996 is not, as of this writing, certain, but it is anticipated that some 
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increase as a result of the Education Reform Act of 1993 will be forthcoming. 
current fiscal year. The District has begun to receive SBAB reimbursement for 
its construction project. These funds, which represent a 65% reimbursement, 
directly offset the costs of the bond issue which was approved by member 
communities to provide funds for the acquisition and renovation of the 
Logbridge Road facility. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


The District Administration recently relocated its offices into modular 
classrooms which were donated by the Town of Wenham. Students in the 
construction cluster performed renovations on the classrooms, adapting them 
into office space and bringing them into compliance with local building codes. 
The area previously occupied by the administrative offices is now under 
renovation by the students for use by counselors, social workers, and other 
professionals who provide much-needed services to students. A foundation has 
been poured for an addition which will house an expanded masonry program. 
Much of the construction work on this addition will be accomplished by the 
students, under the direction of their teachers. A new transportation facility 
is expected to be completed by February of this year. Work has begun on the 
development of playing fields, and will resume in earnest in the spring. 
Classroom space is at quite a premium, and the School Building Committee is 
surveying options for securing additional classroom space. One option under 
serious consideration is a modular building which would connect the main 
building and the gymnasium. This addition was projected in the original 
building plans for the site. 


INTERSCHOLASTIC SPORTS 


North Shore Tech's teams continue to be competitive in a number of 
sports in the Commonwealth Athletic Conference. North Shore fielded its first 
football team in the fall of 1994, with excellent participation by the students 
and tremendous enthusiasm from the entire school community. Plans to play a 
varsity schedule next fall are underway. Girls' basketball was also added to the 
athletic program this winter, and participation is good. Soccer and cross 
country also occupy the fall season, basketball and cheerleading the winter 
season, and baseball and softball round out the spring season. Girls' Volleyball 
was added as a fall sport in 1993, and saw active participation from a 
significant number of students. An awards banquet sponsored by the Varsity 
Club is held each spring to honor the athletes. 


CAREER EXPLORATION 


The ninth grade exploratory program was redesigned this year, with 
positive results. All ninth grade students explore all program areas, and 
receive instruction in safety, broad industry knowledge, and career 
opportunities before experiencing the vocational program. This experience, 
along with a Career Guidance series offered by the Guidance Department, 
enables students to make informed and realistic career choices, and ensures 
that all students explore programs which are considered non-traditional for 
their gender. 


SPECIAL EDUCATION 
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Providing special education services to those students identified as 
requiring services continues to be a major strength of North Shore Tech. A 
team of well-trained specialists works closely with the regular education 
academic and vocational instructors to ensure maximum benefit to the 
students. Our experience continues to reinforce our belief that many students 
learn best through a hands-on approach to learning. The staff is beginning to 
plan for greater inclusion of special education students into regular academic 
classes, with special education teachers serving as consulting and team 
teachers. 


North Shore Tech's substantially separate special education program, 
Job Skills Training, places emphasis on providing students with life skills and 
work habits and experiences. 


PLACEMENT EFFORT 


Placement of students in trade or trade-related employment continues to 
be high, despite the poor employment outlook in Massachusetts. Employer 
satisfaction with North Shore's graduates remains high, and we maintain a 
very favorable reputation among North Shore employers. With the increasing 
technical nature of many of the programs offered at North Shore Tech, a 
higher percentage of graduates pursue post-secondary education than in the 
past. The Tech Prep program is one attempt to ensure that graduates are well- 
prepared for higher education. 


COLLABORATIVE EFFORTS 


The North Shore Vocational Education Partnership is designed to 
promote the collaborative delivery of vocational education services and to 
broaden vocational-technical offerings to students throughout the District. A 
Steering Committee, comprised of representatives from each school district, 
meets frequently throughout the school year to discuss and plan more 
effective vocational education offerings to meet the needs of a broad range of 
students. 


The Bridge Program enables junior and senior students from member 
high schools to spend a part of the school day in a vocational-technical 
program at North Shore Tech. This program provides access to vocational 
education for students who might not participate in a full-time vocational 
education program. 


ADULT EDUCATION 


The Evening Adult Education Division of North Shore Regional 
Vocational School District continues to serve yearly over one thousand 
residents of the North Shore. A wide variety of courses, ranging from specific 
skill training and retraining to home improvement and creative arts, are 
offered each of two semesters each year. This program operates at no cost to 
the District, and provides a much-needed service to the adults of the region. 


SUMMARY 


North Shore Regional Vocational School District provides a much- 
needed alternative form of education for students on the North Shore who 
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wish to learn a trade or technical skill. Through constant attention to labor 
market demand, an active and involved Trade Advisory committee, and 
involvement in general school improvement efforts, North Shore Technical 
High School strives to provide education and training to enable its graduates to 
enter the twenty-first century with the requisite skills to succeed in a world 
class market. North Shore Tech will continue to serve the communities of the 
North Shore by providing a continuous flow of young, highly skilled workers 
who are prepared to take their places as contributing members of society and 
valuable citizens of their communities. |

Tree Work 


The D.P.W. removed 30 birch, 7 oak, 9 maple, 15 pine and 3 ash 
trees.

Road Line Painting 

There were 209,056 linear feet of 4" yellow center lines paint- 
ed and 179,506 linear feet of white fog lines painted.

Waste Oil 


Waste oil collection point had another good year keeping oil 
out of the main stream.

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BOARD OF HEALTH 


For the Board of Health 1994 was a year of much labor and 
accomplishment. It was characterized by a tremendous amount of administrative 
work by the several chairs, the whole Board and the District, and 
accomplishment in substantive areas of protecting the environment and public 
health. 


The Board was led this year by three different chairs, Nancy Pearl from 
May 1993 to May 1994, Lisa Jeffrey from May to September 1994 and Louise Kress 
from September 1994 to May of 1995. The volume of work done is reflected in 
the approximately 32 official Board of Health meetings and 7 meetings of the 
Boxford & Wenham Health District. In addition Board members in their official 
capacity attended Town Meetings, meetings on regional and local household 
hazardous waste collection plans, BAA meetings on ballfields, Boxford Rapid 
Growth Committee, Planning Board Meetings, Boxford Housing Partnership, Essex- 
Middlesex Sanitary District, Testimony at a Mass. DEP hearing on Title V, 
Workshop on the Health Betterments Bill, MAHB (Massachusetts Association of 
Health Boards) annual meeting, Monthly landfill site walks, housing and 
development site walks, 2 large-item dump days and one household hazardous 
waste collection day. 


HEALTH AGENT 


At the start of 1994 Robert Enos had been Health Agent for the Boxford & 
Wenham Health District for six months. Bob was coming up to speed with the 
job when he fell ill in the Spring. His death on June 27, 1994 left a 
tremendous void. The Board was very shocked and saddened by our loss of Bob. 
We faced the challenge of performing mandated work with temporary help and 
began a talent search with the Wenham Board of Health for a replacement Health 
Agent. On October 1, 1994, we were all pleased when Allison Conboy, RS agreed 
to move from being part-time temporary Agent to take on the challenge of 
redefining, organizing and performing the job of Health Agent for Boxford and 
Wenham. During the difficult interim period between Health Agents, Lisa 
Jeffrey pitched in, along with our secretary and Allison as interim Agent to 
organize the files, paperwork and permitting systems for the Board of Health. 

As we entered 1995, all is under control with Allison Conboy's organization of 
the work load and interface with the Board on procedures and policies. 


PESTICIDE REGULATIONS 


Under Dr. Richard Taylor's direction, the Board of Health drafted a set 
of local pesticide regulations, spurred by recent Supreme Court decisions 
which allow such local regulations. The Board held a hearing in January which 
was attended by many citizens, pesticide applicators and state regulators of 
pesticides. The Board decided not to promulgate the regulation, but to work 
on creating a database of residents who wanted to be notified about 
neighborhood tree spraying that could affect them through pesticide drift. 
The Board of Health, in conjunction with the Conservation Commission and the 
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Board of Selectmen registered a formal complaint against New England Power 
Service Co. regarding their spraying of a right-of-way in East Boxford. The 
complaint is being investigated by the state regulatory agency. 


PRIVATE WATER SUPPLY REGULATIONS 


In April the Boxford and Wenham Health Boards passed a joint District 
Well Regulation (1-94) with the intent of protecting private water supplies in 
Boxford. The regulation requires a plumbing permit be obtained for the 
installation of any water treatment system and that results of analytical 
water testing be submitted to the Board of Health following the installation. 
In addition, wells must be set at least 150 feet from any septic leaching 
facility with a percolation rate of 5 minutes per inch or faster. The well 
regulation prohibits placement of a chemically treated utility pole within 50 
feet of a well and prohibits the use of pesticides including lawn and shrub 
care pesticides within 100 feet of a private water supply well. 


TRASH AND RECYCLING COLLECTION CONTRACT 


The three year trash and recycling collection contract with Atlantic 
Waste concluded as of June 30, 1994. Lisa Jeffrey and Louise Kress prepared 
an extensive request for bid package for the Board of Health. As a result, 
following approval at town meeting, the Board of Health signed a contract with 
BFl for three years of trash and recyclables collection. The new contract 
includes collections on Thursday and Friday with each household putting out 
trash and recycling on the same day. Plastics's numbered 5 and 6 were added 
to items recycled at the curb. What is recyclable at the curb now includes 
newspapers, magazines, phone books, junk mail, all colors of glass, plastics 
numbered 1,2,5, and 6, aluminum and tin cans. The contract renewal was 
achieved at a price lower than any projections made in 1991. The trash 
collection is funded by the $1.00 per barrel sticker fee approved at the May 
1994 Town Meeting. 


POND STUDY 


The Board of Health requested and was granted by the May 1994 Annual 
Town Meeting $50,000 to study 7 ponds in town for their trophic status and 
sources of pollution. The data will be used as the basis for watershed 
management plans. The ponds being studied are: Hovey's, Sperry's, Spofford, 
Baldpate, Stiles, Howe's and Lowe's. After an extensive search process, the 
Board hired Dr. William Kerfoot and his firm, K-V Associates, to conduct the 
study. The initial water sampling and data collection took place late in the 
summer and a preliminary public presentation of the analytical result and the 
tropic status of the ponds was presented at a hearing attended by more than 
100 people on November 30, 1994. The trophic status of the ponds is included 
herewith in the attached chart. The Watershed Management Plan is expected to 
be forthcoming early in 1995 and will be presented at a public hearing to be 
held in early spring. 


HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 


A complete road block in creating a regional approach or facility for 
collection of household hazardous waste was a disappointment this year. 
Because town officials in the region were not able to come up with an 
agreement on siting of a facility or a program plan, it is hoped that the 
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County Planner's office may make some progress in the future. 

In November the towns of Boxford, Middleton and Topsfield held their 
eighth consecutive household hazardous waste collection day. A significant 
savings was made in cost per car this year by accepting a bid on a cost-per- 
car basis rather than on the historical cost-per-barrel basis. Latex paint 
was not collected this year. All citizens who came to the event were serviced 
including 87 households from Boxford, 16 households from Middleton and 103 
from Topsfield, Although over 200 cars were serviced, the spending was $5,00C 
under the amounts budgeted by the three towns. 


SEPTIC SYSTEM REGULATIONS 


New Boxford regulations for septic systems (2-94) became effective 
December 1, 1994. The new requirements include a 100' setback of leaching 
facilities from wetlands and waterbodies and 150' setback of leaching 
facilities from wells where the soils percolate at a rate of 5 minutes per 
inch or faster. Shared systems will continue to be prohibited in Boxford. 

All new systems and upgraded systems must be designed to accommodate the 
potential for retrofit of garbage grinders. These regulations bring Board of 
Health setbacks in line with those of the Conservation Commission. 


LANDFILL CLOSURE 


As of December 23, 1994, the Boxford Boards of Health and Selectmen 
signed a consent decree with the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection to close the Boxford landfill for receipt of solid waste (household 
trash) on July 1, 1998 and cap the landfill as of October 1, 1999. The 
agreement concludes several years of negotiations. Much of the work of the 
consent order negotiations was done by Dr. Richard Taylor with Louise Kress, 
Ken Bagge, Jerry Johnston, Dick Ulman, John Romanski and Bob Conroy 
participating at various times. An attempt was made to ease the financial 
burden of the capping by arranging the payment of the landfill closure bond to 
begin after the bonds for the 1980's reconstruction of the Cole and Spofford 
schools are paid in full. 


We look forward to serving as your Board of Health in 1995. Our regular 
meetings are held the second and fourth Wednesday of each month at 7:30 PM at 
200 Washington Street. All Boxford residents are encouraged to attend and 
participate in our meetings.

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REPORT OF THE BOXFORD AND WENHAM HEALTH DISTRICT 


Established under the provision of Section 27A, Chapter 111 of The Massachusetts 
General Laws, the Towns of Boxford & Wenham organized said district and adopted by- 
laws on August 20, 1968. At the last annual District meeting the following members were 
elected as officers:

The Board of Health is responsible for performing many crucial duties relative to 
the protection of the public health, the control of diseases, the promotion of 
sanitary living conditions and the protection of the environment. The District relies on 
individual sewage disposal systems for the disposal of domestic wastewater. The Board of 
Health is responsible for overseeing the design installation and maintenance of these 
systems. Studies have shown that cleaning your septic tank is crucial to maintaining a 
trouble free septic system increasing the useful life of your system. The Board of Health 
strongly encourages all residents to be familiar with the location of their septic tank and 
have the tank pumped every three years. 


The State Department of Environmental Protection has revised Title 5, 310 CMR 15.00 
The State Environmental Code, which governs on-site sewage treatment and disposal 
systems, for the first time since 1978. Major changes in the new code, effective April 1, 
1995, include the following: 
1. The DEP is certifying the use of a number of alternative systems 
including recirculating sand filters and humus/composting toilets. 
2. Requires inspection of systems at the time of property transfer, 
change of use, or expansion. It also sets performance standards for 
pumping, recommends pumping every three years and provides the procedures 
for conducting inspections. 
3. Changes the current definition of a failed system or a system failing to protect 
the Public Health and Safety of the environment to a much broader one which 
includes the following: A system exhibiting obvious hydraulic failure (breakout 
or backup); systems located within Zone 1 of public water supply wells, within 
100 feet of public water supply reservoirs or their tributaries, or within 50 feet of 
surface water bodies; cesspools without at least a half-day capacity, and systems 
found to be a specific health or environmental threat. 
4. Changes the standard of upgrade for systems to "maximum standard upgrade." 
No DEP review will be required unless the system cannot meet the requirements 
for groundwater separation or drinking water supply setback, or construction of a 
basic three part system. 
5. Changes all required setbacks to environmentally sensitive areas: 400 feet 
from reservoirs, 200 feet from their tributaries, |OO feet from wetlands bordering 
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these tributaries, |OO feet from vernal pools and 50 feet from other surface waters. 
6. For the purpose of controlling nitrate loading, the new code requires an acre of 
land for a four bedroom home where both septic systems and private wells are 
used. The Town of Boxford local regulations require two acres per lot making this 
requirement inapplicable. 

7. The new code allows for grandfathering of existing lots which were buildable 
under the 1978 code, but do not fully comply with the new regulations . These 
lots are allowed a three bedroom house with the same flow if the application is 
filed within five years and the system is built within eight years. 

8. The new code sets out more stringent criteria for large systems including the 
use of a treatment plant for systems over I0,000 Gallons per day and upgrade of 
existing system within 5-7 years. 

9. Changes the criteria for assessing proposed disposal areas to include 
determinations of soil profiles and hydrogeologic properties. These assessments 
do not eliminate use of the percolation test but, allows for the design of systems 
by the textural class of the soil . 

10. Allows for systems to be installed in areas with percolation rates greater then 
thirty minutes per inch. Permits up to twenty single family dwellings in areas 

with rates between thirty and sixty minutes per inch. 

11. The new code does not supersede local regulations which are more stringent. 


Board of Health Statistics 


Dr. Herbert Hagele, member of the District for five years resigned from his post in 


October 1994. The District wishes to extend its gratitude to Dr. Hagele for his dedicated 
service to the community. Activities under the authority of the District include 
inspections, licensing, and permitting of septic systems, food establishments, recreation 
camps, private wells, etc., as mandated by State Codes.

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INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Bureau of Animal Health requires that 
each town appoint an Inspector who shall make regular and thorough inspection 
of each premise on which there are domestic animals.. These include: cattle, 
swine, goats, sheep, and horses as well as poultry, mink, foxes, donkeys, 
mules, deer, buffalo, llamas, ostriches and other animals which are currently 
being raised and/or maintained in Massachusetts. Such inspections are necessary 
to insure humane and proper care of all livestock, and to guard against 
outbreaks of contagious disease. The 1994 inspections found 156 horses, 

29 ponies, 3 miniature horses, 23 goats, 63 sheep, 3 pigs, 20 cattle, 4 llamas, 
1 fox, and one large population of poultry, 2350 birds at one farm, in Boxford. 
A total of 88 barns house livestock or poultry; of these, 66 house horses. Stable 
licenses are required of all residents who keep horses on their poperty. Those 
licenses issued in 1988 are due for renewal in 1995. Regulations governing 
licensing became effective March 1, 1988. Regulations and applications are 
available at the Office of the Health Agent. 


Under Massachusetts state law, all bites, whether caused by wild or 
domestic animals, must be reported to the Inspector of Animals. In 1993, 
20 incidents involving human contact with domestic animals were reported. Ten 
day quarantines were completed without complication in all cases. Animal 
Inspectors are also recuired to investigate and issue quarantines in cases 
concerning possible rabies exposures to domestic animals. Forty three such 
cases were reported involving pet contact with a confirmed rabid animal, wounds 
of unknown origin, or exposure by proximity. One pet was euthanized. The other 
42 were/are quarantined for periods up to 6 months depending on their vaccination 
status. Owners keep all pets current on rabies vaccinations

The Annual Report of the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
covers the year from January 1, 1994 to December 31, 1994. 
The Sealer is required annually by the Division of Standards 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and by the Town of 
Boxford to verify the accuracy of scales, weights and balances 
and the volume of motor fuels dispensed in the Town of Boxford. 
Where the dollar cost to the Customer is computed by the weighing 
or dispensing system, the accuracy of the computation must also be 
verified. The standards used by the Sealer must be certified by the 


Commonwealth and maintained in good condition. The basic purpose is 


to protect customers from underweight and business from overweight 
dispensing. Prepackaged food items are sampled and the accuracy 
of the label weight and price verified. 


A total of 17 scales and balances were tested, adjusted when 
needed and sealed. A total of four fuel pumps were tested. None 
required adjustment and all four were sealed. 


Total fees collected in the amount of $80.00 were turned in to 
the Assistant Treasurer. No fees were charged to Public Schools, 
Post Offices or Boxford Public Works Department. 


The Boxford Post Office retired their parcel post scale and 
replaced their two letter/package scales with computerized scales. 
After installation, the Postal Service was called to adjust them 

so that they now read correctly.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Boxford Conservation Commission experienced another busy year in 
administering the Massachusetts Wetiand Protection Act, Regulations and 
Policies and the Town of Boxford Wetlands Protection Bylaw and Regulations. 

The Commission was fortunate enough to operate with a full complement of 
seven members for half a year. For continuity of information a Planning Board member 
also serves on the Conservation Commission. 

The Commission processed 28 Requests for Determination, 55 Notices of 
Intent, 55 Orders of Conditions and 18 Certificates of Compliance. It has been the 
Commission's policy to perform site visits on each RFD, NOI and COC to verify 
wetlands flagging on RFDs, impact of wetland resources by proposed construction on 
NOls and compliance with requirements in the OOC for the COC. 

The Open Space and Recreation Ad Hoc subcommittee of the Conservation 
Commission under the chairmanship of Judy Gore has updated the Open Space and 
Recreation Plan in 1994 and the Plan will be available to the town in early 1995. 

The Conservation Commission and Planning Board office moved from the 
Community Center to newly renovated facilities in West Boxford in early November. 
This move gained us more than a 50% Increase in much needed office and storage space. 

We were able to assist in the purchase of Cleaveland Farm, approximately 181 
acres, with Boxford Trails Assoc., Dept. of Environmental Management, Essex County 
Greenbelt Assoc. and Haynes family. Also we initiated the purchase of Chadwick fields 
in West Boxford and the Town is being reimbursed through state Self-Help funds. 

The Conservation Commission is charged by state law " for the promotion and 
development of the natural resources " of Boxford. The Commission intends in 1995, 
through its Associate Commissioners or an Ad-Hoc Subcommittee, to update forest 
management plans for Wildcat Forest. We are already a party to the management plans 
with the state for Cleaveland Farms. Also management plans are being formulated for the 
Chadwick fields. 

The Commission also reviews and recommends to the Selectmen potential 
properties for Conservation Restrictions, easements or acquisition. 

1994 was an important year for updating our bylaws and regulations. The 
regulations were completely overhauled and issued in May. 

We are currently reviewing both Bylaws and Regulations again for further 
changes as recommended by the Massachusetts Association of Conservation 
Commissions. 

Most Commission members have taken informative/refresher courses during the 
past year to keep up with the latest changes in Dept. of Environmental Protection 
policies and regulations. 

A sincere thank you, once again, to Jane Coe our volunteer Recording Secretary, 
whose work has been outstanding. 

The Commission will be looking for volunteers in the spring for trail clearing 
days for Wildcat Forest and help for gathering data for certifying vernal pools.

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IPSWICH RIVER WATERSHED DISTRICT ADVISORY BOARD 


The Ipswich River Watershed District was established by the MA Legislature in 
1966. The District is under the direction of a five member commission 
appointed by a larger Advisory Board made up of representatives of cities and 
towns along the Ipswich or having water rights to the River. The stated 
purpose of the Commission is to "investigate available water resources for the 
district and methods of preserving and increasing such resources". The five- 
member Commission that is elected from and by the Advisory Board is supposed 
to meet at least four times a year; the Advisory Board is supposed to meet twice 
a year. 


The current purpose of these brief Advisory Board meetings has been to give 

_ water supply officials in the member communities a chance to exchange 
information on water supply activities, hear presentations by state and federal 
staff on various regulations that affect community water supplies, and discuss 
any water supply problems with other water supply professionals in the 
watershed. 


May 5, 1994 Advisory Board Meeting: 


* Representatives from only 5 of the cities and towns were present and 
reported on water supply related activities in their communities. 


* JoAnne Carr, MA Riverways Program, briefed the Advisory Board on the 
Ipswich River Nonpoint Source Control Project. She has met with every town 
in the basin; base maps and mylar overlays have been produced and 
distributed to each town. In Boxford, maps were sent to Cecile Cormier. In 
MA, control of NPS pollution rests at the local level, with sediment/erosion 
controls, stormwater system regulations, subdivision bylaws, etc. the MA DEP 
is preparing a manual on best management practices (BMPS) as guidance. 


* Jackie Morris, NEIWPCC water supply coordinator, briefed the Board on: 


(1) algal toxins in surface water supplies (including hypatotoxins and 
neurotoxins). The cause of the problem: usually blue-green algae resulting 
from excess nutrients (eutrophication) from septic systems, lawn fertilizers, 
etc. Water treatment plants are not designed to remove the toxins and spores. 
The preventive solution: watershed protection. 


(2) EPA's information collection rule (ICR), proposal 12/93 and promulgation 
6/94. Data gathered under this rule will be used to develop two other rules: 
disinfection/disinfection byproducts (D/DBPR) and enhanced surface water 
treatment rule (ESWTR) - proposal 3/94 and promulgation 12/96. Water 
suppliers will be required to collect occurrence and treatment data for 
disinfectants, disinfection byproducts, and microorganisms (including 
Cryptosporidium, Giardia, and viruses). the rules will apply to community 
water systems and nontransient noncommunity water systems.

1994 was the second busiest year in terms of new home construction in the 
history of Boxford exceeded only by the record 104 homes built in 1993. 
Unfortunately, more over, much of that construction was in very visible locations 
along the previously-wooded sides of major streets. 


Rapidly rising interest rates (6 increases in the prime rate for a total of 3%) 
over the past year are expected to significantly reduce this pace and bring new 
home starts much closer to the 40-year average of 45. 


SUBDIVISIONS 
Subdivision activity mirrored this hectic pace with 4 new subdivisions 


approved during the year containing 52 lots. All 4 were phases of the same 
development along the south shore of Baldpate Pond. There were: 


Baldpate, Phase II 15 lots 
Baldpate, Phase Ill 8 lots 
Baldpate, Phase IV 14 lots 
Baldpate, Phase V 15 lots 


The lots were distributed over 150 acres resulting in a density of about 3 


acres per lot. 
The Planning Board worked with a cooperative developer to incorporate a 


number of significant improvements in the original plan. 


1) To more readily handle traffic from the new subdivision, Baldpate Road 
was reconstructed and improved from Ipswich Road to the Georgetown line 
at no cost to the Town and a cost of about $150,000 to the deveioper. 


2) Construction of a Master Plan road along the south shore of Baldpate 
Pond avoided intrusion on the Hillside Road neighborhood and provided 
access to a heretofore isolated 20-acre parcel of Town-owned land on 
Baldpate Pond. 


3) By rearranging some of the lots lines, an adjacent 10-acre tract of land 
was made available and given to the Town by the developer. 
1960. 


4) Deed restrictions were negotiated with the developer to greatly restrict 
the amount of vegetative cutting allowed along the water front and preserve 
much of its pristine appearance. 
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5) The Town received at no cost enough topsoil to construct an off-site 
ballfield. 


APPROVALS-NOT-REQUIRED 

In addition to subdivision activity, 39 building lots were created during 
1994 by a process known as Approval-Not-Required. These are lots with adequate 
frontage on already existing town roads. 11 of these were pork chop (oversize, 6- 
acre or more) lots.

We were sorry to lose in May the services of Kendall Bagge who decided 
to run for Selectman after 6 years on the Planning Board. Ken played a very active 
role on the Board as Chairman of its Subdivision Committee and we will miss his 
counsel and friendship.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


During calendar year 1994 the Board of Appeals acted upon 20 
applications with the following results: 


15 Special Permits - 10 Granted, 1 Denied, 2 Pending 
4 Appeals- 3 Granted, 1 Withdrawn 
1 Variance- Pending 


Each application requires at least two meetings of the Board since 
a decision cannot be reached without receiving a recommendation 
from the Planning Board. The Board of Appeals cannot act until all 
hearings have been completed. One of this year's problems required 
several site visits, seven hearings, and still is not fully and 

finally resolved. 


Last year the operations finished several hundred dollars under 
budget. This year it is expected to be close and we believed that 
no increase in the budget will be required for the next year. 


There have been recent discussions of possible Zoning Bylaw changes 
to allow "cluster housing" as a means to preserve open space. It 
should be noted that since 1962, provisions were made for 
structures with four to sixteen units each (with two acres for 

each) on a lot in a B-1 District. More recently, the Four Mile 

Village Elderly Housing District was created, where closely spaced 
four dwelling units were allowed on a 24 acre parcel surrounded by 
open land. If it were desirable, these arrangements, as well as 

the requirements for Affordable Housing could be modified to become 
appropriate for developments in the Residential-Agricultural 

Districts.

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OPEN SPACE COMMITTEE

With enthusiastic participation and untold hours of work, we were able to produce 
the report at virtually no cost to the Town. In the process we became knowledgeable 
and excited about our subject and hopefully provided a good foundation on which 

the Town can proceed to preserve.

Ad Hoc Rapid Growth Committee 


The Ad Hoc Committee on Rapid Growth was created by a vote of the Board of Selectmen _ 
on November 29, 1993. The Selectmen prepared its original charge to the Committee on | 
January 18, 1994 (See Section III). The Committee held its first meeting on January 18, | 
1994 and met weekly through May 3, 1994. An initial Report and Recommendations dated 


May 4, 1994 was submitted to the Selectmen and made available to Town residents. At the 


1994 Annual Town Meeting the Town voted favorably on Warrant Article 29 to appropriate 
$10,000 to update the Town's Master Plan (the Eliot Plan) which was originally prepared — 
December 10, 1961. The Committee was reconstituted in June 1994 and the Board of | 
Selectmen issued a second charge on July 11, 1994 (Section IV). The Committee has met 


subsequently about twice a month. 


The following includes material taken from the May 4, 1994 report in Section I. Section | 


II summarizes some of the activities of the Committee in the second phase of its efforts. 


I. May 4, 1994 Report and Recommendations 


The Ad Hoc Rapid Growth Committee ("RGC") has attempted to strike the difficult | 


balance between a landowner's rights and the control and guidance of inevitable growth and 


its impact on the Town of Boxford. The committee has generated a list of seven points and 
recommendations, some of which will require additional work or action. 


1) The abundant supply of safe and clear drinking water is of paramount importance 
to us all. The RGC supports Warrant Article 27 of the 1994 Annual Town Meeting. 
This article is sponsored by the Board of Health for the completion of a ground 
water database and implementation of a pond study program. 


2) The RGC suggests that the Board of Selectmen explore the acquisition of the water 
rights to Hovey's Pond and its tributaries as currently held by the Haverhill Water 
Department or other government agency. This body of water together with its 
watershed lie completely within the town of Boxford and should be available for the 
good of our citizens. It is our understanding that Haverhill no longer actively uses 
Hovey's Pond as a municipal water supply. 


3) To maintain open space for active or passive recreation, the RGC recommends the 
acquisition of land through the use of private (BTA BOLT, et cetera) and/or public 
funds. Additionally, to aid land owners in placing their land in conservancy (Chapter 
61, APR, and so on), the Town of Boxford should act as a facilitator, to the extent 
possible. Further, the RGC supports Warrant Article 25 of the 1994 Annual Town 
Meeting sponsored by the Boxford Conservation Commission for funding land 
acquisition. 
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The RGC recommends establishing, and will draft, an education program to inform 
resident and non-resident land owners and builders and developers working primarily 
on Approval Not Required ("ANR") lots of the content of the Scenic Roads Act, 
which seeks to preserve the trees and walls lining our local roads. This education 
program will extend, but will not be limited, to other areas relating to trees and 
natural ground cover preservation, such as erosion control, water runoff, aquifer 
recharge, and the Town's dependence on ground water. 


It is the intention of this committee that the Town of Boxford should consider the 
following: 


a. Implement a policy and/or regulations such that appropriate requirements for 
the Massachusetts Scenic Roads Act shall be included on all plans of land 
submitted. 


b. In the case of ANR property where a variance has been granted under the 
Scenic Roads Act to cut down trees, the property owner should be responsible 
for replacing such trees with trees of an acceptable size and character. 


c. Investigate the use of penalties as appropriate. 


d. Explore the use of incentives to retain trees and shrubs (understory) on 
private property when a house is built or other development takes place. The 
intention here is to cover the land near the front of the property. 


We request that the Planning Board and/or such other Boards or Committees 
as appropriate, consider and act on the above by implementing or 
recommending for implementation such regulations, policy or bylaw as may 
be found necessary. 


It is the view of the RGC that the Town of Boxford has many existing regulations, 
bylaws and policies that, if applied on a regular basis, would address certain matters 
related to growth in the town. The RGC recommends that the Board of Selectmen, 
and all other town Boards, Commissions, and Committees provide complete 
enforcement of all existing regulations and bylaws. 


The RGC recommends to the Board of Selectmen that this committee be reinstated 
on an annual or permanent basis with a more specific charge to address the 
following topics and issues. 


a. To act as a steering committee overseeing an update of the Master Plan. 
The RGC believes that we have, on the local level, the experience and skills 
to revise and update parts of the Elliot Master Plan to more accurately 
predict our future governmental needs including school, fire, police and DPW. 
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However, the use of professional help to clarify, quantify or define certain 
aspects of our study may well be needed. Therefore, the RGC supports 
Warrant Article 29 of the 1994 Annual Town Meeting. 


b. Craft legislation for the implementation of a Boxford Land Bank. 


c. Study and make recommendations to unify and coordinate town bylaws and 
regulations. | 


d. The reinstated RGC should include a member of the Finance Committee. 
Synopsis of Issues Addressed by the Committee in Phase I 
The following are some of the issues which the Rapid Growth Committee discussed in an 
attempt to deal with balancing the need to respect the landowner's rights, on the one hand, 
and the need to shape the growth of Boxford and to retain the Town's identity, on the 
other. 
A. Plan - Recommended: 
An updated Plan for guiding growth in Boxford which addresses: 
1. Affordable Housing - a plan which allows Boxford to plan its own version of 
affordable housing. Four Mile Village is a good example of affordable/elderly

Summary of Activities in 1993 


Fifteen Year History of Serving Battered Women 


Help for Abused Women and their Children, known by the acronym 
HAWC, was established in 1979 and first provided shelter for abused 
women through a network of safe homes. In 1985, HAWC purchased 
a 19th century home in Salem where we can shelter up to six women 
and 10 children at a time. HAWC is the only agency providing 
comprehensive services to battered women in 23 North Shore 
communities, from Saugus to Gloucester. 


HAWC has a philosophy of self help. We believe that battered 
women are caught in a crisis situation caused by long-standing 
societal patterns of oppression against women. HAWC offers 
battered women and their children shelter, support and practical 
information about their options and opportunities to interact with 
others who understand their situation. HAWC's goal is to enable 
women to make independent and informed decisions about their 
futures. 


In 1993, more than 4,900 women turned to HAWC for help and 
received it free of charge: 24-hour hotline for advice, referral and 
crisis intervention; emergency shelter; individual counseling and 
support groups; and legal advocacy for assistance in obtaining 
restraining orders. In addition, HAWC worked to stem the tide of 
violence through community outreach and education, including our 
acclaimed Youth Outreach Program .which works to prevent teen 
dating violence. Thousands of area youths took part in this program 
through local schools. 


HAWC Sees Significant Growth in Staff & Volunteers 


HAWC experienced significant growth in 1993, nearly doubling its 

staff from nine to 16 positions. One-third of the staff is comprised of 

women of color, including three Spanish speaking women and one 

Cambodian speaking woman. The state mandated and provided 

funding for 24-hour staffing at the shelter, which had not been 

possible before. Partial funding was also provided for two new staff 

members to establish community-based outreach programs in Cape 

Ann and Lynn. HAWC saw an increase in its corps of committed, . 
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trained volunteers from 80 to more than 100. Volunteers are vital to 
the agency’s ability to operate the hotline and its other programs. 


Increased Demand for Services for Battered Women 


HAWC has seen a sharp, steady increase in the demand for services 
for battered women and their children on the North Shore. In 1993, 

on the eve of our 15th anniversary, HAWC provided free services to 
more than 4,900 women, a 51% increase over 1992. 


The alarming increase in violence against women locally has been 
mirrored on the state level, where 34 women and children were 

killed in incidents of domestic violence last year alone. According to 
the Massachusetts Coalition of Battered Women's Service Groups, 

in 1993, one woman was killed every 12 days as a result of domestic 
violence, a sharp jump from 1990 when a woman was killed every 22 
days in Massachusetts. 


At HAWC, we are working to break the cycle of violence. Our focus 

since our founding has been twofold: to provide emergency and 

support services to abused women and their children; and to 

promote prevention through community education and school-based 

| programs, in addition to our day-to-day services where we operate 

| under a model of self-help. The demand for services for battered 
women led HAWC, in 1993, to devise new approaches to breaking 

- the cycle of violence, including the establishment of two community- 
based outreach programs which will allow HAWC to more 
effectively serve victims of domestic violence. 


| Outreach Programs Established in Cape Ann & Lynn 


With a five-year grant from the State Department of Social 
Services, HAWC began work in the final quarter of 1993 to develop 
two new community-based outreach programs in Cape Ann and 
Lynn. Through these programs, HAWC will be able to see abused 
women in non-stigmatized locations and provide specialized 
services for the residents of those areas which have very different 
demographics and could benefit from targetted approaches. 

In early 1994, two Community Outreach Coordinators were hired to 
implement this new approach to identifying and intervening on 
behalf of battered women. The primary responsibilities of these new 
outreach positions will be to provide advocacy, counseling, 
community resources and referrals, weekly support groups, 
community education and youth outreach, as well as coordinate 
delivery of legal advocacy in their respective cities. They will be 
providing training for and collaborating with other community- 
based agencies, so that HAWC will not be the only expert on 
domestic violence on the North Shore. 


The Gloucester Outreach Coordinator will work on-site at the 

NUVA Prevention Network in Gloucester, and the Lynn coordinator. 
at the Lynn Community Health Center, which has identified 
increasing numbers of abused women and children among its 
patients. HAWC's own experience shows a great need for services in 
Lynn. HAWC served 1,374 women from Lynn in 1993. 
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Such collaborative arrangements will allow HAWC to minimize 
expenses while maximizing our visibility in the community. We 
anticipate that we will be able to see hundreds of women who might 
otherwise never call HAWC's hotline or be able to access HAWC's 
services because of a lack of knowledge about our agency, 
transportation problems or cultural issues. The Lynn Community 
Health Center treated 12,000 patients in 1993, 85% of whom were 
women and children. NUVA is a multimillion dollar regional service 
agency that provides a diverse range of prevention and treatment 
programs. 


Ongoing Comprehensive Services for Battered Women 
24-Hour Hotline 


HAWC's hotline operates 24 hours a day, 365 days a year, serving as 
a safety net for women in danger. HAWC's staff and 80 hotline 
volunteers provided crisis intervention, support, advice, information 
and referral to more than 2,200 women from each and every city and 
town on the North Shore. 


Emergency Shelter 


During 1993, 111 women and 165 children found refuge in HAWC's 
emergency shelter where they received intensive therapeutic, 

support services and advocacy to help them cope with the violence 
they experienced. This figure translated into 4,690 shelter bed nights. 
HAWC's shelter houses up to 16 women and their children at a time. 
Residents may stay for a period of 12 weeks during which time they 
participate in weekly support groups, parenting skills classes and 
house meetings. 


Housing, Financial, Medical & Employment Advocacy 


Women and their children are supported by their advocates on a 
daily basis. Using the self-help model, HAWC's advocates empower 
women to achieve their self-determined goals. Advocacy is provided 
on an ongoing basis. HAWC staff members work to ensure that the 
women understand the procedures and tasks involved in securing the 
help they need in reclaiming their lives, and that the women have the 
support and representation of HAWC staff and volunteers familiar 
with the support systems available. HAWC also provides a full 

range of services to children who live with their mothers in the 
shelter. These are the most innocent and tragic victims of domestic 
violence. 


Children's Program 


One of HAWC's most critical strategies for breaking the cycle of 
violence is through its work with children. 165 abused children 
received comprehensive services from HAWC in 1993. HAWC's 
Children's Advocates and trained volunteers provide recreational 

and therapeutic events for the children in the shelter to help mitigate 
the negative effects of growing up in a violent home. Advocates 
present parenting classes and model appropriate behaviors and 
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attitudes of parenting for mothers to observe. Advocates also 
network with other local programs and agencies serving children in 
order to maintain an up-to-date resource and referral system. 


Legal Advocacy 


HAWC Legal Advocacy Program made tremendous strides in 1993, 
more than doubling the number of women it assisted in obtaining 
restraining orders in 1992. HAWC accomplished this through 
aggressive recruitment and training of volunteers. HAWC's full- 
time legal advocate, together with 30 volunteers, assisted 1,058 
women in five district courts in Essex County. Through an ongoing 
contract with Neighborhood Legal Services, assistance was 
provided to battered women who could not afford to hire counsel. In 
addition, a Reduced Fee Panel was established to provide low-cost 
legal services to abused women. 


Support Groups 


During 1993, nearly 1,100 women took part in one of seven weekly 
support groups that meet throughout the North Shore, one for 
Spanish-speaking women in Lynn, as well as brand new group in 
Saugus. Battered women are often isolated. These groups help to 
empower women by letting them know they are not alone. The 
objectives of the groups are accomplished by means of information 
and resource sharing, sharing of feelings and experiences, and 
sharing of facts and socio-political perspectives. 


Short Term Counseling 


403 women received individual counseling of the type not usually 
found in mental health settings, where therapists are not always 
thoroughly knowledgeable about battering and may not recognize 
signs of battered women's syndrome. These women did not have 
insurance coverage for therapy and needed these services free of 
charge. 


Youth Outreach Program 


HAWC's Youth Outreach Program is the only comprehensive project 
on the North Shore which deals specifically with the prevention of 
teen dating violence. The program includes a three-part curriculum 
on dating violence and domestic violence geared toward middle and 
high school students. During the 1992-93 school year, HAWC 
presented its preventative education curriculum to approximately 
3,500 students in 34 schools and youth programs. In addition, in- 
depth trainings were conducted for 138 teachers and youth workers, 
ds well as workshops and presentations on domestic violence and 
teen dating violence for 635 other adults. Attendees included human 
service professionals, teachers, parents and members of community 
organizations. At the close of 1993, HAWC implemented plans to 
expand the Youth Outreach Program to include a Male Outreach 
Worker who would serve as a role model for young men in the 
classroom. No separate resources exist on the North Shore for 
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young men who are being violent in their relationships. 
Community Education & Outreach 


Community talks and trainings, which work to dispel the myths 
about abuse and to inform groups about HAWC's services, were 
presented to civic and religious groups, corporations, hospitals, 
police departments, social service, mental health agencies, and 
college classes. Nearly 3,000 people attended these informative 
sessions during 1993. HAWC was pleased to be invited to provide 
trainings about domestic violence to employees of the New England 
Power Company, following our Executive Director's keynote 
address to the Salem Chamber of Commerce in September. 
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HISTORIC DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


When observing the incredible numbers of developments that have intruded into what 
were once Boxford’s fields and forests, residents should applaud the foresight that 
Inspired the voters at the 1971 Annual Town Meeting to agree to the establishment of 
two historic districts in town: Boxford Village Historic District, and Howe Village 
Historic District. 

This year, with the appointment of two new members, Sandra Cliffe and Marylyn Collins, 
the Historic Districts Commission (H.D.C.) Is finally at full strength and accomplishing 
more. 

In addition to acting on requests from residents in the historic districts for 
Certificates of Appropriateness or Certificates of Nonapplicability, the Commission has 
produced a brochure, “Living in Boxford’s Historic Districts” and distributed it to 
residents of the two districts, town officials, the town libraries and area realtors. 

Residents living outside the districts who might be interested in obtaining a brochure 
need only ask a Commissioner or stop by the Town Hall for a copy. 

In October, the H.D.C. held an informational coffee at the Community Center that was so 
well attended it was decided to make it an annual event. 

At the 1994 Annual Town Meeting, voters were asked to act on a warrant article (#47) to 
establish a Historical Commission whose powers and duties would be assumed by the H.D.C. 
The article passed unanimously and thus allows the H.D.C. to apply for "Certified Local 
Government Status" enabling the Commission to apply for preservation funding. 

Since the "Historical" terminology becomes confusing, the H.D.C. offers 
this reminder: 

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSIONS are municipal bodies respon- 
sible for regulatory design review within local historic 

districts . 

HISTORICAL COMMISSIONS are the official agents of muni- 
cipal government responsible for community-wide historic 
preservation planning. 

HISTORICAL SOCIETIES are private organizations concerned 

with the preservation of'city and town histories through 

the records, collections and properties they may maintain. 


Future plans for the H.D.C. include work on a definitive sign by law for the Districts-- long 
overdue and working with the Boxford Historical Society to promote identifying signs for 
historical homes in Boxford. We also hope to reinstall identifying signs for the two 
districts. The originals disappeared soon after their installation in the early 70's. 


Boxford residents should think of the town's two historic districts as symbols of the entire 
community, incorporated in 1685. Remember, “It’s your memory, it’s our history, it’s worth 
saving.”

BOXFORD HISTORIC DOCUMENT CENTER

The Boxford Historic Document Center was established in 1976 by 
the Boxford Bicentennial Commission. It is now run under the auspices 
of the Ingalls Memorial Library Association. Two hundred, fifty- 

nine people visited the Document Center in 1994 for research or 

to lock at our exhibits. We also answered mail requests, sent in 

from researchers across the country. Several Boxford groups toured 
the Document Center and the Doll House. Our researchers, many of 
whom are from Boxford, use family papers, books, maps, photographs, 
and microfilm of newspapers and town records to study aspects of 
Boxford's history, often tracing a particular family or house. 

Much of the collection, especially family papers, comes to the 
Document Center as gifts. When possible, we buy additional reference 
material to augment the collection. 


The Document Center relies on a volunteer staff to support many 
archival functions, including reference work and organizing collections 
of papers. This year our staff included Lu Gould and Dorothy Woodbury; 
we thank them for their good work. 


To encourage interest in the Document Center, we held an Open House 
on May 22, 1994 featuring authors, editors and illustrators who live 

in Boxford. We have continued the series of "Mystery Photos" in the 
local newspaper, hoping to engage people's curiosity about Boxford 

and the Document Center, and also to identify some previously unknown 
photographs. 


The Document Center is open for researchers or visitors on Wednesdays, 
9 to 4 and 7:30 to 9:30, and the first two Saturdays of each month, 

10 to 3. Special appointments may be made with the archivist if 

these hours are not convenient. There are several exhibits for 

visitors to enjoy, and a large scale model of Boxford as it appeared 

in 1776. Books about Boxford's history and houses are available for 
sale, along with beautiful sweatshirts and T-shirts printed with 

the town seal.

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RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The recreation committee experienceda highly productive year in 1994. The 
committee completed the major renovation of Boy Scout Park soccer field. We have 
begun the construction of the new fields at the landfill. We have explored the possibilities 
of irrigating the fields at Boy Scout Park. The Fourth of July parade was successful. 

The task of completing the renovation of Boy Scout Park soccer field was made 
more difficult by the record heat and dryness of the summer. The initial work done in the 
Spring had to be maintained during the Summer by the renting of irrigation equipment. 
Fall work on the fields was accomplished by the donation of equipment by the 
Masconomet School system and generous donation of time and supplies by town 
residents. The fields will be ready to use in the Spring of 1995 due to the hard work of 
many people. We are hoping to have in place by the end of the Summer of 1995 an 
irrigation system which will help us maintain the fields throughout the year. 

The massive project that has been undertaken to construct two new fields at the 
landfill is about 50 % completed. Many people have donated time and materials in order 
for us to have reached this point. State Senator Buell has arranged for the National Guard 
to complete most of the heavy work at the landfill. Once these fields have been 
completed, Boxford will be prepared to meet the recreational needs of the increasing 
population for years to come. 

The Recreation Committee approaches 1995 with a determination to complete the 
landfill project and to maintain the fields that have been rejuvenated with so much hard 
- work. We look forward to preparing a comprehensive maintenance plan for all the fields 
so that they will be ready to use for years to come by the population of Boxford.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


Our comprehensive Recycling Program in Boxford continues to flourish. In July our weekly 
curbside collection expanded to include #5 PP and #6 PS (non-foam) rigid plastic 

containers. The following charts show what items can be recycled, how to prepare them, 
whether they are collected at the curb or at the Drop-Off Center and any fees. 

There is no direct cost to residents for the curbside collection of recyclables; this cost 

is covered by the trash sticker fee. However,there is a charge for some of the items at the 
Drop-Off Center. Checks made out to the Town of Boxford as well as pre-bought $5 

recycling tickets can now be accepted at the Drop-Off Center, 15 Spofford Road. No cash can 
be accepted at the Drop-Off Center. Please refer to the Fee Schedule on the following 


page. 


Our committee oversaw a recycling video sequel with Mrs. Pirrello's fifth grade class at 
Spofford Pond School. This video was aired on Boxford's cable community access channel 3 
around the change-over in July to a new recycling and trash hauler, BFl. Our town 

was awarded a State DEP grant of educational brochures and post cards which were mailed to 
each household in July touting the changes in our curbside recycling program and the 

increase in the trash sticker fee to $1. 


Our pilot backyard composting bin project blossomed from 2 bins on display at Town Hall to 
74 bins sold at $20 each. These bins were part of a DEP grant to Essex County that our 
committee acquired and delivered to homeowners and Town Hall thanks to the cooperation of 
the Treasurer's and Selectmen's offices. 


We hope to add a missing link in the Reuse, Reduce and Recycle hierarchy of conservation 
with a "Take It or Leave It" shed planned for 1995. The Recreation Committee has requested 
the space where our Drop-Off Center is currently located for a new ballfield. The Recycling 
Committee agreed to move the Drop-Off Center if it could be enhanced by more space allowing 
easier access and by a shed for items that for lack of storage would otherwise be thrown out 
as trash into the landfill. We will be needing funding from Town Meeting and volunteer 

effort from the community for this project.

Incorporated in 1972, the Tri-Town Council on Youth and Family Services, Inc. is a private, 
non-profit, community based human services agency, whose mission is to enhance the quality of life 
of Middleton, Topsfield, and Boxford residents, with primary emphasis on youth and their families.

PROGRAM UPDATES: 


The Parent Support Services program is a new program this year designed to reach out to parents in 
the tri-town communities who are seeking counseling, support services, or parent training that 
matches their current parenting needs.
